It had been two days of feverish 
activity, including a major political 
address broadcast over a nation- 


wide network, two other public 
speeches to local groups, and in- 
cessant conferences with Missouri 
Republicans — the party leaders 
and the little men who influence 
mo votes except their wives’. 

Majority tor Him, He Says. 

“Missouri looks good to me,” 
Willkie told reporters just before 
he left. “I have found an increas- 
ing number of people’ who believe 
in the principles I have been advo- 
cating. Many conferences with ac- 
tive Republican leaders and others 
have convinced me a very large 
number-—I might even say a ma- 
jority-—-of the men and women ac- 
tive in the Republican organiza- 
tion will go along with me.” 

He was asked if he found any 
difference between the views of 
the party leaders and the people 
who were “just voters.” He said he 
thought an “overwhelming major- 
ity” of the rank and file of the 
party in Missouri supported him. 

P Leaders Cautious. 

That, definitely, could not be 
Said of many of the Republican 
leaders who were Willkie's enthu- 
siastic supporters three years ago 
but recently hav been critical of 
his foreign policy ideas. Most of 
them were cagey about commit- 
ting themselves publicly now. 

It definitely was not true of 
Edgar M. Queeny, millionaire 
chemical manufacturer, the No. 1 
man in local Republican politics, 
although he holds no public or 
party office. 

Queeny, who heard the Friday 
night speech by radio at his St. 
Louis County home, refraining 
from driving in to Kiel Audito- 
rium, he said, because of the gaso- 
line shortage, remained sharply 
critical of the man whose ardent 
supporter he had been. National 
Committeeman Barak T. Matting- 
ly, asked what he favored of the 
objectives Willkie outlined, 
sponded by telling what he was 
against—‘“a supra-national state.” 
Lee Meriwether, leader of the Jef- 
fersonian Democrats, said he still 
wanted to know whether Willkie 
wanted a World Court or a United 
Btates of the World. 


They all said, in one way or 
another, that it was “a fine 
speech.” Most of them stopped 


there. Queeny went on. 
Queeny’s Comment.

Meaning ‘Extremely Vague.’ 

Ball told reporters the group 
want the words “free and so0v-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 

John L. Lewis, asking striking coal 
miners to go back to work, told 
them today he thought the War 
Labor Board would approve next 
week an industry-wide contract 
lengthening the working day and 
boosting average earnings about 
$1.75 a day. 
_ In telegrams sent to local unions 
in Alabama and Indiana, the 
United Mine Workers’ president 
declared that this was his “con- 
sidered personal judgment” as to 
the board’s probable action. He 
urged the 25,000 miners idle in the 
two states to go back to work 
Monday. 

WLB called on Lewis last night 
to ask the striking coal minérs 
to return to work, and followed 
up today by sending an order to 


the miners to “return to work 
forthwith.” 
The union had not authorized 


the strikes‘ which followed the 
Government’s return of the mines 
to the owners. Some miners called 
the walkouts a protest against 
working for private owners with- 
out a contract. About 22,000 were 
out in resulting in the 
closing of seven blast and five 
open-hearth furnaces, and. about 
3600 in Indiana. 

In his telegram, Lewis said he 
had definite assurance: that the 
board would rule on the “pe _. 
contract” next week. This 
tentative agreement with the Tun 
nois Coal Operators’ Association 
which calls for revision of the 
historical method of figuring the 
miner’s time on the basis of time 
actually spent at the coal seam. 

It would make the work day for 
underground men 8% hours, in- 
cluding all time required in travel- 
ing from the portal of the mine at 
the beginning of the shift until 
the miners emerge at the end of 
the shift. The wage rate, now $7 
for a 7-hour day, would be straight 
time for the first 40 hours of the 
week and time and one-half there- 
after. It would give an average 
of $8.75 a day for a 5-day week. 
WLB has approved concessions 
amounting to about 25 cents a 
day for the total additional earn- 
ings of the miners which would 
be just about the $2 a day origin- 
ally demanded by Lewis in the 
negotiations opened last winter, 

The agreement, if satisfactory to 
WLB, is contingent on approval 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion of increases ranging from 20 
to 40 cents a ton in coal price 
ceilings. 

The text of the WLB order fol- 
lows: 

“The National War Labor Board 
having been advised that the pro- 
duction of coal has been seriously 
hampered by strikes of coal miners 
in the Alabama and Indiana dis- 
tricts of the United Mine Workers 
of America because of a labor 
dispute, and being of the opinion 
that the said labor dispute has be- 
come so serious that it may lead 
to substantial interference with 
the war effort,

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Oct. 16 (AP). — Allied 
troops smashing forward all across 
the Italian front have wrested 
two vital road junctions and 10 
other towns from the Germans, 
who were reported officially to- 
day to be counterattacking savage- 
ly and renewing their aerial sup- 
port in a desperate effort-to break 
away from close-quarter combat, 

The battle north of the Volturno 
River reached a new high point of 
fury as the Germans lashed out 


repeatedly with terrific counter- 
arsaults designed to disrupt the 
Allies long enough to permit an 
orderly Nazi withdrawal, but the 
American Fifth Army struck back 
with such speed and power as to 
upset the enemy’s plans. 

(Radio France at Algiers said in 
a broadcast recorded in London 
that the Germans north of the Vol- 
turno were in full retreat.) 

Both the Fifth Army in the west 
and the British Eighth Army in 
the east threatened to outflank 
the Germans’ Volturno River line 
after hurling the stubbornly re- 
sisting enemy forces back and 
making advances ranging up to 
seven miles. 

Key Towns Taken. 

In the northward thrust which 
carried them five miles beyond the 
Calore River, Fifth Army forces 
captured Cerreto, nine miles north- 
east of the point where the Calore 
meets the Volturno, to increase 
their threat to the enemy’s Yol- 
turno flank, 

Crashing swiftly through stiff 
opposition, Eighth Army troops 
some 25 miles to the northeast 
pushed ahead six miles to capture 
the important road junctions of 
Campobasso, virtually in the cen- 
ter of the Allied line across the

(AP).—A new type of incendiary 
ammunition for .50-caliber ma- 
chine guns is “the most devastat- 
ing ever produced for aerial war- 
fare,” the Remington Arms Com- 
pany, Inc., announced today, 

While composition and details of 
manufacture are a military secret, 
Gen. H. H. Arnold, commanding 
the Army Air Forces, in the cur- 
rent Army Ordnance, said the de- 
velopment of the incendiary has 
established the .50-caliber machine 
gun as the best weapon to date 
for airplanes, 

Army and Navy combat gunners, 
the Remington statement said,, 
have reported that the new bullet 
causes enemy planes to burst into 
flames on impact. 

They reported that American 
flyers recently destroyed a Japa- 
nese freighter by dropping their 
auxiliary gasoline tanks on the 


catch fire. 

The Remington Company said 
the bullet, spreading a sheet of 
fire on contact, is particularly ef- 
fective in exploding the self-seal- 
ing gasoline tanks, igniting the 
fuel as it passes through. It added 
that the flame generated by chem- 
icals in the bullet burn at blast- 
furnace temperatures and that 
only the thickest armor, too heavy 
for aircraft, will resist it. 

The ammunition is made in a 
secret area by employes who were

SCHWEINFURT RAID CALLED 
MOST VITAL U. S. AIR BLOW 


Ranked Even Above Ploesti Attack in Crip- 
pling Effect on German Ability 
to Make War.

The main aim of these forces un- 
doubtedly will be to clear the Guer- 
rillas from strongholds on the Dal- 
matian coast, where an Allied in- 
vasion might be made, and secure 
the Sava River railway line against 
Tito's attacks, 

Battle for Rail Bridge. 

Today's Yugoslav communique 
said large-scale operations were 
successfully under way in Slovenia 
and lower Styria, with the heaviest 
battles being fought for a railway 
bridge over the Sava River at 
Sevnica, 40 miles east of Ljubljana. 
It asserted 1200 Nazis had been 
killed or wounded so far in that 
sector, 

The railway was reported cut at 
Zidanimost, one of the most im- 
portant junctions in Yugoslavia, 
where the line from Austria meets 
the hogy ihr line.

hati Oct. 16 (AP).—A court martial try- 


ing 14 American Negro soldiers on 
mutiny charges was told today 
that two military police sergeants 
were shot by the men. 

In accusing the men of intent to 
murder, the prosecution said they 
set out from camp carrying 
weapons. and ammunition and it 
was only by chance that their 
shots were low and hit the military 
policemen in the legs instead of 
more vital spots. They were said 
to have first ordered the police- 
men to put up their hands, which 
was done, and then shot them. 

Earlier the same night, a private 
testified, there had been trouble in 
the little Cornish town and later, 
after their return to camp, he said 
he saw the men set out in a for- 
mation of threes led by a sergeant 
carrying a tommygun. 

The accused men denied the al- 
legations that they marched from 
the camp to the town square 
where the shooting occurred and 
denied charges of shooting with in- 
tent to murder or making inflam- 
matory statements attributed to 
them in signed affidavits offered 
by the prosecution. 

Defense counsel said the men 
were in a unit which had been re- 
stricted to quarters since before 
leaving the United States. 

On the night of the incident, 
the defense said, there had been 
trouble between white and Negro 
soldiers, and it was declared that 
14 possible participants had been 
selected: out of a large number. 
Most of them were innocent eof 
taking part, the defense said. 

The trial was adjourned until to 
morrow.

PROOF OF ‘SQUEEZE’

Subpenas intended to produce 
evidence as to how much coal the 
dealer-members /of the St. Louis 
Coal Exchange have in their yards, 
how much they currently are re- 
ceiving and how they are distribut- 
ing it will be issued by the Board 
of Aldermen's specia] investigating 
committee on fuel supply, Chair- 
man George N. Daugherty an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Daugherty said he had issued a 
subperra requiring Milton B. Redd, 
secretary of the exchange, to bring 
before the committee a list of the 
erganization’s membership. This 
was necessary, he said, because, al- 
though the committee had invited 
members of the Coal Exchange to 
come before it, as it did other deal- 
er organizations, only two mem- 
bers of the exchange appeared. 

“We want to question these deal- 
ers, as we did the others, on the 
amount of coal on hand, their 
sources of supply and methods of 
distribution,” Daugherty said. ““The 
committee is interested in determ- 
ining the extent of the coal short- 
age and what, other than natural 
causes, is responsible for it.” 

By “natural causes” Daugherty 
explained he meant such reasons 
as transportation delays, strikes, 
and war needs. In the category 
of “unnatural causes,” he added, 
would be proof of the charges of 
srnall dealers that the Coal Ex- 
change constituted a monopoly 
and was putting the “squeeze on 
the little fellow.” : 


Hearings Resume Tomorrow. 

The supena for Redd required 
his appearance at 2 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon, when the com- 
mittee will resume its hearing. 
Following tomorrow’s hearing, 
Daugherty announced, the com- 
mittee will go into an executive 
session to determine whether it 
is ready to report to the board. 

Redd said that until noon yes 
terday 16 persons had taken ad. 
vantage of the Coal Exchange's 
offer to furnish coal to any person 
in St. Louis or St. Louis County 
who could prove he was withou' 
fuel. Several others applied at 
the Exchange's office, 1205 Fuller 
ton building, but had some coal! 
on hand at present, Redd said. 

The offer was made Friday 
after Smoke Commissioner Robert 
M. Boyles testified a survey by 
his inspectors disclosed there were 
about 13,000 empty bins among St. 
Louis’ smokeless fuel users. 
Boyles added that he found about 
22.500 tons of low votalite fuel in 
the vards of some of the members 
of the Coal Exchange and that 
he, Raymond R. Tucker, former 
Smoke Commissioner; Roscoe C. 
Hobbs, chairman of the Mayor's 
War Time Fuel Committee, and 
James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee, called on the directors 
of the exchange on Thursday to 
request they share the supply on 
hand. 

“We told the directors of the 
Coal Exchange that, with the cold 
weather, a serious situation was 
at hand and asked them to make 
availablé the subply of its mem- 
bers through other dealers during 
this period,” Boyles said.

Dealer Needs Not Being Met. 

John E. Nies, president of the 
Stephen Coal Co., a member of the 
exchange, testified yesterday that 
no dealer was being shipped all the 
coal he needed. He said he be- 
lieved that Daugherty’s plan to 
have Comptroller Louis Nolte de- 
clare an emergency and bring into 
use the city’s $300,000 revolving 
fund for the municipal purchase of 
coal to be resold at cost would be 
ineffective. 

Neither would it increase the to- 
tal amount of fuel shipped in here 
if the limit of volatile content was 
increased from 23 per cent to 26 
per cent, as Daugherty has been 
recommending, he said. The only 
thing which would increase imme- 
diate coal shipments to St. Louis 
would be a Government directive 
permitting Eastern mines to make 
those shipments now, he said, 

Boyles said earlier that coal 
shipments to St. Louis could be 
expected to increase next month 
when these mines have fulfilled re- 
quirements of present Government 
directives that they ship first to 
the Northern and Great Lakes 
areas and to war industries. 

General Situation Good. 

Despite the hardship on the 
13,000 consumers without coal at 
present, the general fuel situation 
5 Louis is favorable, Boyles 
added. Between March 1 and Oct. 
1 of this year 552,000 tons of 
smokeless coal] had been shipped 
into the St. Louis market, all for 
domestic consumption, he _ said. 
During the same period, last year, 
590,000 tons were shipped, he 
said.

Four hundred crane operators, 
chain men and chippers, all key 
production workers at the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries Co. at Granite 
City, whose strike in a wage dis- 
pute caused a shutdown of the 
plant yesterday, voted last night 
to return to work tomorrow, Clyde 
Huffstutler, district CIO director, 
announced. 

The vote to return to work came 
after the strikers were assured by 
their union officers, company 
spokesmen and a representative of 
the War Labor Board that a WLB 
job evaluation study at the plant 
would be reviewed with the object 
of eliminating,any gross inequal- 
ities in wages and also with a 
view of including the strikers in 
a 3%-cent-an-hour increase granted 
wita WLB approval to 3000 work- 
ers in the company’s six plants. 

Threw Out 2600 Men. 

Company spokesmen said the 
strike, which started Friday, halted 
production of gun mountings and 
railroad equipment for the Army 
and Navy and threw out of work 
2600 other employes at the plant. 
The strikers, spokesmen said, oc- 
cupied positions in production 
lines that could not be filled by 
others. Their absence forced a 
shutdown. 

Negotations yesterday lasted 
about three hours, during which 
time company officials, union of- 
ficers and Paul Nachtman, WLB 
regional director of disputes, ex- 
plained the wage increase that re- 
sulted from a study of jobs by 
WLB experts. 

Increases Only for Few.

Applications for War Ration 
Book No. 4, for food, will be re- 
ceived in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County on varying days this week, 
officials of ‘the War Price and Ra- 
tioning Boards announced last 
night. More than 1,225,000 persons 
in the,city and county are expect- 
ed to register for the new books 
and receive them in designated 
schools. 

Phil Ziegenfuss, administrator 
for St. Louis, said registration in 
the city would take place in ele- 
mentary schools of the ¢city Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday. A total 
of 2500 volunteer workers and 
teachers will handle the registra- 
tion of an expected 875,000 resi- 
dents. 

The city’s elementary schools 
will be open to receive applications 


and Friday, and from 9 a. m. to 4 
p. m. Saturday. Those who fail to 
make application for book 4 during 
this three-day period will have to 
wait at least 30 days before obtain- 
ing their books. Announcement of 
the date on which tardy regis- 
trants may get their new books 
will be made later. 

Vance Shield, administrator for 
the county, announced applications 
for the new books would be ac- 
cepted in elementary schools and 
in some high schools to be desig- 
nated locally by school officials 
in St. Louis County Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday.

Program Mapped Out by 
Oliver L. Parks Calls” 
for 35 Pickup Routes 
Operating From Here. 


Plans for 35 postwar feeder- 
pickup air lines which would be 
operated from headquarters in St. 
Louis were announced yesterday 
by Oliver L. Parks, president of 
Parka Air College, East St. Loula. 

Parks presented the plans last 
week to the Civil Aeronautics 
Board in Washington. Applica- 
tions for certificates of conve- 
nience and necessity are to be filed 
by the college, which now gives 
primary training to Army Aljlir 
Forces students at East St. Louis 
and four affiliated training cen- 
ters. 

St. Louis would sérve as a cen- 
tral base of operations for the 
feeder-pickup service, with East 
Side facilities being/utilized as an 
overhaul base. From St. Louis and 
other bases at Chicago, Indianap- 
olis, Kansas City and Tulsa, routes 
averaging 500 miles in length 
would extend to 473 communities 
with a population of 4000 or more 
in the area bounded by Minneap- 
olis and Detroit on the north, and 
by Dallas and Amarillo, Tex., on 
the south. 

Operations during the first year 
would be confined to air mail and 
express pickup, with passenger 
service viewed as a possible later 
development. Two daily round 
trips over each route are con- 
templated. 

Parks Air College and affiliated 
training centers at Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., Jackson, Miss., and Sikeston 
and Cape Girardeau, Mo., have 
built up an organization of 404 ex- 
perienced pilots, more than 150 
mechanics and other trained per- 
sonnel requisite for air transport 
operations, Parks pointed out. 

The college already has con- 
tracted with an airplane manufac- 
turer and has been assured pri- 
ority in, delivery of planes shortly 
after the war ends, he continued. 
“We are sure of delivery of 52 
twin-engine plans within two 
weeks after the war is over,” 
Parks said, adding that experi- 
mental flights would be made to 
test equipment for pickup of mail 
and express and give pilots experi- 
ence in this type of operation.

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Americans Taking Part in Invasion 


Not the Singing 


Type of Fighters 


Lt. Comdr. James K. Vardaman Jr., Recover- 
ing in Hospital at Kirkwood, Describes 


Them as Grim 


and Resolute. 


The American forces that have 
taken part in the various Allied 
invasions along the Mediterranean 
are not the “singing type of army 
of the last war, but are grim, de- 
termined and resolute,” Lt. Comdr. 
James K. Vardaman Jr., former 
St. Louis banker and business man, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 

day. 

hen our first forces went for- 
ward in landing boats for the ini- 
tial invasion of North Africa, 
there was no joking, kidding or 
singing among the men,” Comadr. 
Vardaman reported. “They had no 
false ideas about the absence of 
danger, yet I saw no incident of 
cowardice. The men behaved in a 
most cofhmendable way, consider- 
ing their training and the atmos- 
phere of ‘peace at any price’ in 
which they were reared before be- 
ing suddenly shot into war,” he 
said. 

Comdr. Vardaman, who received 
his Navy commission almost three 
years ago, is in the Marine Hos- 


pital at Kirkwood recovering from 
wounds he suffered in the Sicilian 
campaign. He underwent an oper- 
ation for internal injuries Oct. 5, 
and is expected to be ready for 
duty in a month, when he will con- 
tinue his specialty of organizing 
amphibious forces for landing op- 
erations. 
Wounded Last July. 
Comdr. Vardaman was wounded 


in mid-July during the American 
occupation of the South Sicilian 
coast town of Agrigento. An Ital- 
ian shell burst killed one officer 
and wounded three others in his 
reconnoitering party, and Comdr. 
Vardaman was blown into a ditch. 

Since his wounds were internal, 
Comdr. Vardaman said he believeg 
at the time he had escaped any- 
thing serious until several days 
later when he was blown into the 
sea by a bomb, a near miss, on a 
landing craft on which he was 
standing. 


At that time he was acting as! 


liaison officer for the amphibious 
forces during the “leap frog raids,” 
in which Allied parties landed be- 
hind the enemy lines during the 
advance on Messina. 

Comdr. Vardaman said the land- 
ing craft from which he was blown 
was commanded by a former St. 
Louis service car driver, whom he 
described as “one of the best of- 
ficers I met during my entire stay 
abroad.” As a result of the blast, 
it came to light that Comdr, Var- 
daman had suffered internal in- 
juries from the shell burst near 
Agrigento. He was forced to come 
home for hospitalization. 

Career Is Varied. 

When first commissioned, 
Comdr. Vardaman was connected 
with Naval Intelligence here, and 
later was sent to London, where he 
first served as Security Officer for 
the British Isles on the staff of 
Adm. Harold R. Stark. Then he 
was Executive Officer of a naval 
base in Scotland, and later became 
Executive Officer of an advanced 
group of the Amphibious Force. 
As such he led an assault group of 
Navy personnel in the North Afri- 
can invasion. 

After the end of the campaign 
he was Executive Officer in train- 
ing troops for the invasion of 
Sicily. He was stationed for a 
time in Tunis and Bizerte. 

The gale that plagued the Allied 
armada the night of the invasion 
of Sicily was described by Comdr. 
Vardaman as, “one of the worst

history.”

The Ser- 
geant finally got tough, too, and 
ordered them away from us. Then 
he came over to me.” 


Professor From Th 

In faultless English he intro- 
duced himself. He said his name 
was Rheingold Badt and he added 
proudly, “I am entitled to call my- 
self ‘doktor.’ I am a professor of 
philosophy from Hamburg Univer- 
sity.” 

Somewhat surprised, the Lieu- 
tenant replied that he was a law- 
yer by profession, formerly at- 
tached to the Department of Jus- 
tice. 

The German bowed and said: 
“This is very strange ... two pro- 
fessional men like ourselves here 
in the mud and the war.

Sergeant-Professor Badt then 
began to expand on his theories 
of war in relation to reality.

He interrupted himself only to 
remind Lindsey that he and all 
other Americans there were his 
prisoners. “Also,” he-said, “I no- 
tice you are not wounded, but 
that is not important either.”

The professor had to 
yell to make himself heard, but 
he went right on talking philoso- 
phy. The ghosts of Kant, Nietz- 
sche, Spinoza and Hume walked 
up and down the drainage ditch 
through the shells and bullets. 

Finally Lindsey said, “Leok, 
Professor Badt, you say there's 
no meaning in all this so why 
don’t you just hand over that gun 
of yours, and I'll take you pris- 
oner. Then you'll be out of the 
war.” : 

The philosopher smiled. 

‘Duty an Illusion.’ 

“Ah,” he said, “there lies the 
inevitable conflict. In all I ,have 
béen saying I am a thinker, but 
T am also a German soldier. ‘Duty 
to me is an illusion, but I must 
do it.” 

"You haven't got a chance to 
get far from this ditch,” said 
Lindsey, “Our troops are all over 
the place by now.” 


“I know it,” said Professor 
Badt, “still I am going.” 

He summoned the two privates. 
Before they left he took Lindsey's 
name and address and said he 
hoped to meet him “in America 
after the war.” Then the three 
climbe dout and Lindsey watched 
them running toward a clump of 
trees. :

Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
warned yesterday that, if the last- 
minute rush of domestic Christ- 
mas mailing is as overwhelming 
as the rush that preceded the 
deadline Friday midnight for 
Christmas parcels to Army per- 
sonnel overseas, St. Louisans can 
receive no guarantee of immediate 
delivery. 


Jackson said 144,281 parcels for 
soldiers abroad were received be- 
tween Sept. 15 and Oct, 15, and 
that of this number more than 
24,000 came in during the last 
four hours before the deadline. By 
contrast, he pointed out, the post- 
office accepted only 400 parcels for 
overseas Army delivery the first 
day of the mailing period. 

“If a similar eleventh hour rush 
develops during the domestic 
Christmas mailing next month, 
we'll just Ve swamped and that’s 
all there is to it,” he declared 
bluntly, pointing out that besides 
Christmas gifts to soldiers over- 
seas, the postoffice’s 4000 tempora- 
ry and permanent employes recent- 
ly have handled between 50,000 and 
60,000 domestic pieces daily. 
Jackson also reminded St. Louis- 
ans with relatives and friends in 
the Army overseas that no dead- 
line has been set for first-class 
mail, but that letters, greeting 
cards and money orders should 
be mailed at once to assure timely 
delivery. Closing date for Christ- 
mas mail to Navy personnel abroad 
is Novy, 1.

Speakers scheduled are V. Adm. 
R. R. Waesche, commandant of 
the United States Coast Guard; 
Under. Secretary of Commerce 
Wayne C. Taylor and R. Adm, H.

Tuesday’s two sessions will be 
devoted to problems of flood con- 
trol, presentation of committee re- 
ports and election of directors.

and now has the town firmly in 
its possession. 

Amorosi, five miles east of Cai- 
azzo, also fell to the Fifth Army, 
which gained control of the high 
ground in that important sector. 
The taking of Aromosi enabled the 
Allies to straddle the Volturno 
along two miles of its northward 
bend above its confluence with the 
Calore. <Amorosi is on the east 
bank of the river. 

At several other points the Ger- 
mans lunged out toward the river 
in attempts to reduce the bridge- 
heads through which Lt. Gen. 
Mark W, Clark’s Fifth Army is 
bringing more men, guns and 
tanks up to the fighting areas. ~ 

Other towns and villages which 
fell before the assaults of the 
Fifth and Eighth armies were 
Castel Campagnano, a mile south 
of Amorosi; Telese, three miles 
east of Amorosi; San Gliullano, 
three and a half miles southeast 
of Vinchiaturo; Cercepiccole, four 
miles southeast of Vinchiaturo; 
Matrice, four and half miles north- 
east of Campobasso; Morrone, four 
miles southwest of Cascalenda; 
and Compoleito, eight miles north- 
east of Campobasso. 

Official reports from Clark’s 
frontline headquarters indicated 
that the Germans were attempting 
to disengage themselves from 
close-quarter combat, particularly 
near the mouth of the Volturno, 
where British troops are now 
strongly entrenched after their 
amphibious landing. 

In spite of the sharp counterat- 
tacks and renewed aerial resist- 
ance, the Germans so far have 
been unable to succeed in break- 
ing loose because of the continuous 
attacks by American and British 
troops. 

Luftwaffe in Action. 

The Nazi air force came out of hid- 
ing yesterday to make an effort 
to halt the AHied surge across the 


river. Because American and Brit- 
ish bombers and fighters hold over- 
whelming superiority in the air, 
the enemy squadrons made no at- 
tempt to meet the Allied sweeps 
against road junctions, railways 
and communications lines, but con- 
centrated instead on the Fifth 
Army’s river installations. 

One enemy force of 12 to 15 
planes tried to attack one of the 
newly constructed bridges but Al- 
lied antiaircraft gunners’ shot 
down seven of them and damaged 
others. 

The reappearance of large num- 
bers of enemy planes indicated 
that Field Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring is willing to stake everything 
on holding off the Allied drive long 
enough to prepare defense lines 
farther north—possibly at the Ga- 
rigliano River 80 miles south of 
Rome—lay mine fields and then 
disengage.

Salonika Fields Bombed. 


While the Allied air units were 
hammering communications and 
transport behind the enemy lines, 
American medium bombers aat- 
tacked Nazi air fields at Salonika 
in Greece.

; Francis L. Reeve Tells. of At- 


tack by 50 on Town 
in Sicily. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


FORT DEVENS, Mass., Oct. 16. 
—Pvt. Francis L. Reeve of St. 


Louis, the first wounded para- 
trooper to return to the United 
gps from the invasion of Sic- 
ily, related here today how he and 
50 companions attempted to cap- 
ture the town of Avola—popula- 
tion 22,000—the first morning of 
the invasion. 

Reeve, 28-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ray Reeve, 2035 Maury 
avenue, St. Louis, is tn Lovell Gen- 
eral Hospital, recovering from a 
wounded arm, broken in nine 
places by a dum-dum (lead-nosed) 
bullet, outlawed from war by in- 
ternational agreement. The St. 
Louisan said he believed the bul- 
let was fired by a Black Shirt 
—Italian Fascist—‘The Germans 
ga used them that we knew. 
re) Hogs 

Reeve described how he felt anx- 
ijously over his equipment in the 
dark transport plane as he flew 
the paratroops toward Sicily the 
night of the invasion, and then 
falling. asleep half an hour after 
they were in the air. 

"Knowing that we were actually 
going into combat relieved us so 
much that we. became completely 
relaxed,” he said. “The landing 
turned out to be the easiest I’d 
ever made. It was completely 
.dark, and the first I knew that I 
was near the ground was when I 
“ha branches of a tree rubbing my 
egs.” 

Chute Caught on Tree. 

Reeve said his parachute caught 
on the tree and let him down. He 
told of hearing another paratroop- 
er’s ‘chute harness jingling in the 
dark. The two of them joined com- 
pany and proceeded across a series 
of orchards, hiding from Italian 
patrols. About 4 a. m., Reeve said, 
he and His companion reached a 
barn where some 50 paratroops 
had gathered. They could tell a 
town was nearby from the bomb 
flashes. 

“We didn’t realize the size or 


‘|importance of the town, Avola,” 


Reeve went on. “It turned out to 
be a place of 22,000 and heavily oc- 
cupied by the enemy. The 50 of 
us decided to capture it. 

“We spread out and marched 
on the town, climbing stone walls. 
We had two horses and carts, 
loaded with equipment, and we 
had to bring these down the main 
road. We got to the outskirts of 
the town when a machine gun 
opened on us. We all dove behind 
the stone walls, where we felt like 
the embattled farmers at Lexing- 
ton and Concord as we ducked 
from wall to wall and picked off 
those gunners until we’d wiped 
out the whole nest. 

Encountered Snipers. 

“Then we set up a command 
post in a cemetery, and split up 
to clean out the streets leading to 
the sea so the landing parties 
would have an easier time. Para- 
trooper Garland, of my platoon, 
and I started down one street. We 
got about two blocks and ran into 
two nests of snipers on the same 
side of the street. Garland and I 
had just our carbines, s0 we 
ducked into a side gtreet and start- 
ed firing back around the corner. 
This wasn’t satisfactory, so I told 
Garland to keep me covered while 
I sneaked across the street. 

“My idea was to get close 
enough to the buildings where 
snipers were to toss in hand gre- 
nades. When I neared one, I re- 
alized Garland had stopped firing. 
I looked back and saw his rifle 
and helmet on the sidewalk, and 
realized he must have been shot.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 16 (AP).—More than 
800 Allied vessels, including war- 
ships and merchantmen, were 
used to land troops and supplies 
during the first phases of last 


month’s Salerno landing, the 
American and British navies dis- 
closed today in giving out the 
story of the spectacular support 
given the operation by the two 
navies. 

Two British battleships, the Val- 
iant and Warspite, added their 
terrific broadsides to those from 
the American cruisers Boise, Phil- 
adelphia and Savannah .and al- 
most a score of American de- 
stroyers to help turn the tide of 
battle when the enemy was threat- 
ening to smash Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark’s bridgehead. 

The two battleships joined the 
Allied force pumping” shells into 
German positions on the sixth day 
of the invasion, arriving just as 
the Nazis were making their bid 
to crack the bridgehead. 

The battleships scored 19 direct 
hits on German targets out of 30 
rounds fired, the announcement 
said, ' 

Actually, the joint naval an- 
nouncement was a modest refer- 
ence to the part played by the 
warships in smashing German re- 
sistance and opening the way to 
Naples. 

Not so spectacular, but even 
more important than the two-day 
appearance of the Valiant and the 
Warspite, was the job done by 
the cruisers and destroyers in lay- 
ing down fire support. Their guns 
roared day and night while the 
operation was in progress. 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham was in su- 
preme naval command with V. 
Adm. H. K. Hewitt, U. 8S. N., in 
immediate command of the west- 
ern task force divided into two 
sections: the southern attack 
force under R. Adm. John L. Hall 
Jr., aboard the U. S. S. Samuel 
Chase, and the northern attack 
force under Commodore G. N. Oli- 
ver, R. N., aboard H. M. S. Hilary. 

There was an unusual situation 
in Oliver’s command, for R. Adm. 
Richard L. Connolly, although sen- 
ior to Oliver in rank, volunteered 
to serve under the Commodore. 

U. S. Destroyers taking part in 
the action were the Plunkett, Nib- 
lack, Benson, Gleaves, Mayo, Wain- 
wright, Triple, Rhind, Knight, 
Woolsey, Ludlow, Edison, Nichol- 
son, Bristol, Cole, Bernadou and 
the Dallas. Joss of the Bristol 
was announced last week.

from carefully prepared and sited 
positions,” the announcement said. 

Even enemy tank attacks were 
broken up by the pounding from 
the warships. 

The ships engaged shore bat- 
teries at point blank range and 
poured tons of shells into enemy 
positions. 

The Boise was chiefly instru- 
mental in sinking six Japanese 
warships in 27 minutes during 
the October, 1942, battle off Cape 
Esperance, Guadalcanal. Battered 
and torn, the Boise came home 
after it had been given up for 
lost when it became- separated 
from the task force which inter- 
cepted the Japanese force. It lost 
three officers and 104 men in the 
violent night battle. The Boise was 
commanded by Capt. E. J, (Mike) 
Moran in the Cape Esperance bat- 
tle." 

(In Washington, the Navy dis- 
closed that two United States de- 
stroyers, the Mayo and Plunkett, 
tried in vain to halt flames aboard 
the British hospital ship New- 
foundland, struck by a German 
bomb Sept. 13 in the Gulf of Sa- 
lerno, . 

(The destroyers tied up to the 
blazing hospital ship and fought 
the flames until a salvage tug 
arrived and pronounced the Brit- 
ish ship too far gone to be worth 
saving. 

(In the attack on the Newfound- 
land, six British nurses were killed 
and three Umited States nurses 
were wounded.)

Says America, Britain, Russia, China Must Agree to Continue to Co-operate 


ONLY BY OUR PARTICIPATION 
IN WORLD RULED BY LAW CAN 
WE SAFEGUARD OUR INTERESTS 


Former Under Secretary of State Lays Down Two Great 
Moral Principles for New World Order, Individual 
Freedom of Worship, of Speech and of Information, and 
Right of All Peoples Capable of Self-Government to Rule

Never a Time When So Essential 
That People of U. S. Understand. 


There was never a period in the history 
of this country of ours when it was more es- 
sential that the people of the United States 
understand fully.all of the implications in 
the problems in foreign relations with which 
their government is confronted. Unless they 
obtain that understanding, unless they are 
enabled to see at least the pattern of what 
their. government preposes, how can they 
intelligently determine for themselves what 
this country should strive in its own inter- 
est to see achieved after the war is won— 
how can they decide what responsibilities 
this country should assume, likewise in its 
own interest, in the years that_lie ahead 
after the victory of the United Nations 


It seems to me that.now more than ever 
it is the obligation of our government, both 
in the executive and legislative branches, not 
only to give the people light, but also bold- 
ly to assume leadership by urging the adop- 
tion of that policy which in its considered 
judgment will most fully respond to the 
need of our nation for security, social prog- 
ress, and prosperity in the postwar years, in 
order that our citizens may study and pass 
upon it. 

I for one cannot subscribe to the philos- 
ophy which some maintain that a policy can- 
not be initiated until after the people them- 
selves~have brought pressure to bear for its 
adoption. That philosophy would seem to 
be the very negation of the best constitution- 
al tradition in our representative form of 
government. 

None of us can ignore the fact that in 
the midst of this most widespread and cruel 
of all wars our Government cannot safely 
divulge the details of confidential negotia- 
tions with its military allies, nor jeopardize 
the successful conclusion of our campaigns 
by publicly raising controversial issues with 
our associates among the United Nations 
which involve no immediate question of ba- 
sic principle. But surely the time has 
come when in the interest of the people of 
the United States themselves they should 
within these necessary limits be told what 
our major objectives are, and what it is 
proposed this country must undertake to do 
in order to prevent a recurrence of this con- 
suming conflagration through which we are 
now winning our way. 

For we cannot overlook the fact that each 
step in the field of foreign policy which we

Can We Afford to Trust 
to Instinct or Intuition? 


Are we as yet prepared for that day? 
What would the policy of this nation be if 
the unconditional surrender of Germany or 
of Japan came to pass sooner than we have 
believed possible? In such event could we 
——as we have so often done in the past— 
afford to trust to instinct or intuition, or 
dare to improvise? Should not the people 
of this country be afforded the opportunity 
before that moment of determining the road 
they will follow when the day of victory 
comes? 


In the reaching of this determination we 
possess one great asset. In more than a 
hundred years of our national history there 
has been no President so superbly fitted to 
undertake his constitutional responsibilities 
of conducting our foreign relations as Frank- 
lin Roosevelt. Through his profound knowl- 
edge of American and of world history; 
through his long experience in and con- 
summate understanding of international af- 
fairs; through his grasp of where the true 
and the ultimate interests of the United 


States lie, and through his love for his fel- 


low man, no American could be more fully 
qualified than he to shape this country’s 
foreign -policy in these days when our na- 
tional destiny must be determined. The peo- 
ple of this country look to him once more 
for that inspired leadership of which he 
is so supremely capable, and of which he 


has given such convincing evidence on sO 


many occasions in éhe past. 


Many thousands of us are asking ourselves 
what our objectives should be. What— 
to use the Palmerstonian phrase—are the 
“eternal and perpetual interests” of the 
United States which must be secured in the 
new epoch which we are approaching? What 
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may be the surest way of safeguarding those 
interests? 

May I, solely as one American citizen, who 
is not entitled in any way to speak for our 
Government, outline to you what I myself 
believe to be at least a partial answer to 
those questions? 

I believe that it will be the consensus of 
opinion that the irreducible minimum of 
what should be obtained by the United 
States as the outcome of the victory in 
which it will share must be the practical 
certainty that in the world of the future, 
the United States will be secure-—safe from 
the threat of successful attack by any power, 
or by any combination of powers; fully as- 
sured that its own free institutions will suf- 
fer no jeopardy from foreign sources; and 
enabled, by reason of peace, prosperity, and 
political and social stability in the rest of 
the world, to develop its own: national: re- 
sources and its trade in such a manner as 
to make possible that advance in social con- 
ditions and that rise in living standards 
which the vast majority of our people seek. 
For we have, I believe, at long last, learned 
the lesson that we cannot grow richer if the 
rest of the world becomes poorer; and that 
the surest guaranty of our prosperity is the 
prosperity of others. 

From the standpoint of our political, eco- 
nomic and strategic vital interests it is like- 
wise indispensable that if we are to achieve 
our own security every nation of the Western 
Hemisphere must also obtain the same 
ample measure of assurance as ourselves in 
the world of the future. 

Those, it would seem, are the “eternal 
and perpetual interests” of the United States. 


Free World Under Law Made 
Safe by Force When Necessary. 


It seems to me clear that these interests 
can never be safeguarded unless the United 
States participate with the other nations of 
the earth in creating that kind of free world 
organized under law, and made safe by 
armed might when necessary against law- 
breakers, which men and women have en- 
visioned for centuries past, and which they 
have so far fruitlessly sought to attain. 


What are the alternatives? There can be 
but two, granted the state in which the 
world will find itself when the present hos- 
tilities are over. Either widespread, sporadic, 
and interminable chaos and anarchy, or a 
precarious and temporary system of balance 
of power, with resultant armament expan- 
sion, and a policy of rank imperialism on 
the part of all of the major powers, includ- 
ing the United States, which will pave the 
way, as surely as night follows day, for new, 
and still more devastating, wars. 


What steps then can the United States now 
take to impel the establishment of that 
kind of world order which alone can guar- 
antee the security we seek? 

Under existing conditions, the very con- 
cept of such an order implies the agreement 
of the major military powers among the 
United Nations that in their own interest 
such an order must be created. Unless the 
British, Soviet, Chinese, and United States 
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s 


governments arrive jointly at a clear-cut and 
specific agreement in the near future upon 


certain basic principles, the hope of the crea-. 


tion of a stable world in the postwar years 
must necessarily be all but illusory. No sta- 
bility, no opportunity for effective social and 
economic reconstruction can be forecast un- 
less the great armed powers can now agree 
that they will wholeheartedly co-operate in 
the spirit and within the framework of the 
Atlantic Charter after the Axis nations have 
been forced to defeat, 


Five Cardinal Points Which 
Agreement Should Include. 


Such an agreement between these four 
powers as that proposed must surely include 
such cardinal points as the following: 


That they will jointly undertake the 
task of keeping the peace of the world in 
the postwar period, in accord with and in 
conjunction with such other members of 
the United Nations as are qualified to 
take part in such endeavor, notably cer- 
tain of our neighbors of the New World 
and what we all hope will be the Fourth 
French Republic; and that they will pres- 
ently define the nature and method of pro- 
vision of the armed contribution which 
each under its own authority will make 
available for this common undertaking. 

That they will now agree upon’ the 
machinery to be set up by common con, 
sent which will in the years after the close 
of the present war provide for progressive 
reduction of armaments as between them- 
selves, and as among other nations. 

That they will agree upon a common 
policy of realistic justice to be pursued by 
them toward Germany and the other con- 
quered Axis powers so as to render these 
nations permanently incapable of renewing 
their assault upon civilization and the lib- 
erties of independent peoples, 

That they will jointly agree not to take 
independent action which affects the sov- 
ereign rights of any other nation save with 
the concurrence o. the other three powers. 


That they will jointly pledge themselves — 


to further and to perfect, as rapidly as 
postwar conditions may make possible, 
the establishment of a universal world or- 
gapization in which, when it is ultimately 
established, the -proposed — be- 
tween them would be merged. 


It would be ingenuous to underestimate 
the material and practical difficulties in- 
volved in finding the way toward an agree- 
ment upon these fundamental: requirements. 
The very fact that the Soviet Union is not at 
war with the common enemy of Great Brit- 
ain, China, and the United States in the 
Far East presents formidable political and 
military problems. 

Each one of the four powers is rightly 
concerned with regard to its individual se- 
curity and is entitled to present its conten- 
tions and its demands to the friendly and 
understanding scrutiny of its associates. But

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A Deal With Hirohito? 

It is with icy surprise that those who hope for 
permanent peace in the Far Bast react to an idea 
advanced by youthful Representative Will Rogers 
in a San Francisco meeting. He offered it not 
as his own, but as a suggestion given him by a 
member of the British Foreign Office who had 
been a Japanese prisoner. He offered it “for 
consideration” only. a 

Could the problem of a conquered Japan be 
solved, wonders Mr. Rogers, by installing the 
Japanese Emperor, Son of Heaven, deacendant of 
the Sun Goddess, deified symbol and fountainhead 
of fanatic Nipponese nationalism, as a puppet of 
the United States? 

This is no innocuous bit of pollen wafted idly 
on the currents of international thought. It is 
a seed already planted in many minds. OWT is 
as forbidden to speak lightly of Hirohito as it is 
to call Victor Emmanuel a “morohic little King,” 
perhaps because the prospect of finding the Mi- 
kado useful when Japanese defeat draws near is 
not distasteful to some Allied leaders. 

But those who look to the Orient with the 
jaded eyes of imperialism think more in terms 
of postwar exploitation than of military expedi- 
ency when they visualize a puppet Emperor in 
Japan, dancing to the jingle of Western coin. 


' (hat the seed of such a thought should be nur- 


tured by a young Congressman who has given 
every evidence of being sincerely, literally demo- 
cratic is a clammy reminder of American unpre- 
paredness to deal in victory with the Pacific 
enemy, 

The line of such reasoning is this: Hirohito 
has been an insulated marionette of Japanese big 
business, is now the puppet of the boastful mili- 
tarists who inherited Tanaka’s mad dream of 


Eastern domination, and might be valuable as 


an American bridgehead to the Oriental mind of 
his worshipful people. This has a brittle kind of 
logic. 

We have reason to believe that the Mikado, 
whose reign was officially designated an era of 
“Showa"—Light and Peace—when he inherited 
the throne, has never felt unfriendly to the Weat- 
ern world; that he is a true descendant of Meiji, 
convinced that the Cabinet and Prime Minister 
should dominate Japanese government, with the 
Bushido-bred, power-drunk militariata shackled to 
peaceful progress. Abend, Grew, Byas and other 
interpreters of Japan seem agreed that the Pearl 
Harbor treachery and subsequent aggression were 
in conflict with the Emperor’s concepts of for- 
eign policy. Therefore, it is argued, in Hirohito 
we might have a friend. 

Yet this is the very Idgic that explodes the 
theory itself. For what safety can there ever 
be in hereditary monarchy when even a ruler 
with a fairly enlightened point of view ig noth- 
ing but the tool of the faction in power? What 
guarantee of security can possibly be made, to 
the people of a nation or to their neighbors, when 
the “sacred and inviolable” symbo) of authority 
can be manipulated. by whatever powerful hands 
may grab the strings? 

Accepted in a modern Western world are the 
monarchies of the The Netherlands and Great 
Britain and progressive Scandinavia. Enlightened 
peoples in these countries have rights confirmed 
and social progress charted by their constitutions. 


But the combination of kingship and unenlighten- - 


ment is deadly. It is the Frankenstein that 
helped create a Dictator Metaxas in Greece, a Mus 
solini in Italy, the Fascism of a military caste in 
Japan. -It wraps a purple cloak, revered and un- 
touchable, about the most brutal machinations 
of nationalistic leaders who steer toward em- 
pire and plunder weaker neighbors ‘along the 
way. The people themselves, unschooled for lead- 
ership, are either bewitched or beaten into obedi- 
ence. Much of the world's sickness can well be 
blamed on spineless Emperors and the men who 
master them. 

The whole concept of puppet Mikado-ism is as 
alien as Communism or Fascism or monarchy 
to the American ideal. We do not send our gol- 
diers across a Volturno or over a Rabaul to in- 
stall ourselves as Master Racists, but that we 
shall be safe and other men shall be free. Yet 
even assuming that we intended to prop up a 
puppet in postwar Japan, what of the ally who 
has suffered most from that country? 

And what of Russia? She needs no greener 
memory than that of attack on Port Arthur in 
1904, no stronger arguments than the location 
of Vladivostok, Sakhalin and thd Kamchatke 
Peninsula, to prove her interest in a Far Bast 
free from fear. It is unlikely that she will tol- 
erate a back-door ruler who is a “tribal figure- 
head, sitting silent and helpless like a wooden 
Buddha among the incense.” : 

China wants a democratic Japan, feels she must 
have it for her own security. Chiang himself is 
not on open record as saying that Hirohito, the 
Emperor-worship culmination of Japanese nation- 
alist religion, must be removed. But Dr, Sun Fo, 
Cabinet Minister, son of Sun Yat-sen, has open- 
ly demanded: “The Mikado myst go," and Chi- 
na'’s Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs has cotn- 
mented: “No doubt this idea represents the views 
of a large number of the Chinese people.” 

China, far closer to an understanding of her 
Oriental neighbor than we can ever be, has 
watched that neighbor adopt Western industrial- 
ization, while clinging in spirit to paganism. This 
“bomb in a madman’s hands” has made it possi- 
ble for Japan to build an empire. The religious 
seal of Japanese loyalty and patriotism must be 
broken, and through the Emperor, if humanism 
is ever to penetrate to the Nipponese themselves. 


How to Tell a Senator 

Parlous times they are indeed when United 
States Senators have to carry cards to identify 
them as Senators. Neither a gold watch chain, 
nor a cutaway coat, nor a top hat, nor an air of 
great personal dignity, nor a two-bit cigar will 
turn the trick any longer. Either Senators have 
come to look too much like everybody else, or 
people-at-large have come to look too much like 
Senators. 

It is true that senatorial dignity has had tough 
competition from the ranks. Many people of lit- 
tle or no importance have worked themselves up 
a presence that would do credit to any Senator of 
the U. S., not to say of ancient Rome. Also, Sena- 
tors have turned out fairly often to be people of 
little or no importance, which makes the confusion 
just about unanimous. 

So now Senators, tired of being mistaken by

To Editors Underground 

Newspaper men at home, and also those on 
the fighting fronts, will be quick to agree that 
the practitioners of journalism most to be hon- 
ored today are those who risk their liberty and 
their lives in order to carry on the underground 
press of Nazi-occupied Eufope. 

So it is highly fitting that the executive com- 
mittee of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors should adopt a resolution expressing deep 
admiration for these gallant exponents of liberty. 
Addressed to “our colleagues, and to all their 
co-workers who aid them in the task of telling 
the truth in spite of the enemy,” the resolution 
says: ; 

We greet you as professional colleagues; we 
admire you as men who do, in constant and 
deadly peril, what we do in safety and honor 
—men who at the daily risk of your lives are 
upholding the noblest traditions of the free. 
press as an essential ingtrument of free men. 
Each day you bring the truth to peoples whose 
bodies are in bondage but whose spirita are . 
still free; and the truth will keep them free 
in-spirit until the day when the united efforts 


of the United Nationg will restore the liberties 
of all men everywhere. 


, The story of the underground press, when it 
can be fully told, will be one of history’s most 
inspiring chapters. In Poland, the Nasis have 
killed 83 persons in an effort to suppress one 
paper, yet 75 to 100 of the underground journals 
still circulate there. France has 25 regularly 
issued papers; Belgium has 30, Norway has at 
least five; one of its oldest newspapers, Tidens 
Tegn, ceased regular publication when the Ger- 
mans came, and resumed through secret channels, 

The guiding principle of all these papers, 
whether Greek or Czech or Dutch, is expressed 
in the slogan of Glog Polekt (The Voice of Po- 
land): “Remember that our press is supported 
entirely by voluntary wacrifices.” This is thé 
magnificent spirit to which the American editors 
now pay tribute. 
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They Can’t Land on Blueprints 

St. Louis must be made to realise that the 
aviation industry is getting ready for phenomenal 
expansion the moment the war is over, and that 
we must act immediately on development of other 
airports or get caught with our wind-socks down 
and our opportunity in the ashcan. 

Last week, for example, Oliver Parks, president 
of Parks Air College in Bast St. Louis, appeared 
before the Civil Aeronautics Board in Washington 
to propose this service: 

Thirty-five feeder routes, averaging 450 miles 
in length, serving 478 communities of 4000 and 
more population each, covering 600,000 square 
miles of territory extending from Minneapolis 
and 300 miles north of Detroit to Dallas and 
Amarillo in the Southwest. Plans call for car- 
rying first-class mail and express, and passengers 
as soon as operating problems are worked out. 

These are the facts of importance to the Mayor 
and the Municipal Airport Commission: 

Two round trips a day would be made by 52 


twin-engined craft “from @ freight and mail ter- 


minal west of the river.” The installations at 
Parks Air College would be used as an overhaul 
base only. For operations, the service would de- 
pend entirely on St. Louis airport facilities. 

Second, service can be inaugurated “within a 
period of a very few days following the conclu- 
ston of the war.” Not only is priority for the 
delivery of 52 all-metal planes already contracted 
for, but the manufacturer is sure that delivery can 
be made within two weeks, Also, the five affiliate 
organizations of Parks Air College have 1400 
skilled pilots, mechanics, managers and other em- 
ployes ready to convert immediately clearance is 
given to the operation of the service. 

Why are St. Louis’ second and third major 
airports still on paper?

| A Letter by Ralph Barton Perry, Professor of Philosophy at Harvard 
University, in the New York Times 


As the time approaches for the much-to- 
be-desired but long-postponed political con- 
ferences among high officials of Britain, 
Soviet Russia and the United States, it is 
important that American public opinion 
should be prepared for the type of agree- 
ment which may reasonably be hoped for. 
What are the chief differences to be over- 
come? 

First, Soviet Russia originated in a ao- 
cial revolution, the United States in a na- 
tional revolution. Hence, Soviet Russians 
tend to think of the world order in terms 
of the liberation of the workers and the 
under-privileged from domestic oppression, 
whereas we tend to think in terms of polit- 
ical independence. 

This, however, is a difference of emphasis 
rather than of principle, All that is neces- 
sary is that each should compensate its one- 
sidedneas of emphasis, 

In the second place, we think of Ger- 


many as a public nuisance, to be punished 


or rendered harmless, To Soviet Russia, on 
the other hand, Germany is a neighbor to 
be lived with, rich in human, if not in nat- 
ural, resources, and with a military and 
economic potential which may be checked 
but never disregarded. 


Way to a Solution 


There ia a solution of this difference, pro- 
vided we are willing to recognize and plan 
for the inevitable recovery of Germany, and 
provided Soviet Russia is confident enough 
of the friendship of Western powers to 
abandon any attempt to build up Germany 
against them, 


I have reserved for the third and the 
last place the differences of attitude toward 
Eastern: Europe. To us this area, embrac- 
ing 100,000,000 people, is an obscure region 
consisting of more nations than we can 
name or enumerate. We should like !f pos- 
sible to wash our hands of it. 


Looked at from the Russian side, on the 
other hand, the picture of this region is so 
different as to be almost unrecognizable, It 
ig a region which the greater powers to the 
West have used as a route or springboard 
of aggression, or center of intrigue, closing 
Russia's outlets to the sea and threatening 
her great capitals and richest agricultural 
and industrial lands, 


Candor Is a Necessity 


Here the beginning of understanding with 
Soviet Russia is the application of that an- 
cient and simple maxim known as the 
Golden Rule, Britain thinks of her secur- 
ity in terms of the Channel ports, Gibraltar, 
Suez and other “routes of empire.” We are 
fortunate in having neighbors to the north 
and south whom we trust, but the Monroe 
Doctrine implies, if it means anything, that 
we would take measures to prevent their 
becoming a base, or instrument of attack 
against us, Our interest in Colombia, Pana- 
ma, the West Indies and the islands of the 
Pacific is not wholly benevolent. 

The first step, then, is to be honest and 
candid, and then to translate our own na- 
tional policy into Russian terms. We shall 
then find that the Finnish frontier, the 
Baltic states, the Polish frontier, the Ru- 
manian frontier and the Dardanelles are, as 
viewed from Russia, the equivalent of 
those strategic necessities which we and 
our British friends so constantly take for 
granted, 


? 


This does not mean that I am advocating 
a lapse into so-called imperialism and pow- 
er politics. I am saying only that ideal- 
ism begins with honesty, and that until we 
are prepared to apply them to ourselves, 
there is nothing to be gained by applying 
moral principles to others. 


What May Be Expected 


What, then, is it reasonable to expect of 
ourselves and our great allies immediately 
after the close of the war? What attitude 
toward security is it probable that we shall 
have to work with in order to attain 
genuine collective security that we work 
for? 


Russia, Britain and the United Statea 
will have achieved a momentary security 
after cruel sacrifices and having barely es- 
caped defeat. They will have rendered their 
enemies powerless, and will be in actual 
possession of the strategic areas which they 
consider necessary, Their narrow escape 
will have confirmed their belief‘ in these 
strategic necessities. 

It appears to me, therefore, that Soviet 
Russia will be unwilling immediately after 
the cessation of hostilities to forego such 
boundary adjustments on her Western and 
Northwestern borders as she believes es- 
sential to her safety, unless the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and the United 
States are prepared to take a similar view 
of their own safety. 


Essentials Not in Conflict 


Since such willingness on the part of 
Britain and ourselves is improbable, we 
should, I think, prepare our minds for a 
period during which each of these three 
great powers will insist upon retaining what 
they regard as the essentials of defensive 
self-sufficiency, It so happens that these 
essentials will not conflict with one another, 
and may therefore serve as a basis for pro- 
longing unity of policy into the postwar 
period. 


This is in no sense a fundamental or 
permanent solution of the problem. It is 
not collective security in any complete and 
final sense. But it is, I believe, the next 
step in that direction. It affords the best 
promise of a settlement which will bring 
security and peace to the nations which 
cannot rely on their own power, 

It affords the best promise of a com- 
promise that will meet Soviet Russia's mini- 
mum strategic requirements and at the 
same time give the largest measure of au- 
tonomy to the states of Eastern Europe 
which are involved. It will create an at- 
mosphere of mutual confidence in which 
these’ three great powers can exert the 
maximum of influence over the policy of 
the others. It will speed the time when 
these powers will be willing to entrust their 
own security to broader international guar- 
antees.

Donald Culross FPeattie, who has done 
much toward discovering America for’ 
Americans, writes his “Journey” for a Ger- 
man friend, Baldur, whom he now believes 
dead because he dared write too openly of 
the tragedy of his country, 

The writer takes his friend on a west- 
ward course, from where the nation began 
at tidewater in Virginia, through the wil- 
derness trail cut by Daniel Boone, across 
the prairies and plains, swinging across the 
Rockies and over the desert to the Pacific. 
The essence of small-town life, he finds, 
is the eassence/of America, and the beliefs 
of our Founding Fathers are the beliefs of 
the present’generation. 

The theme of the new tales of our na- 
tional heroes: is courage—moral courage 
which “lay- in being brave for the right 
thing.”

Output From Cryptostegia Plants 100 Tons 
This Year, Expected to Be 10,000 Tons a 
Year by 1945—Effect of Expenditure Far- 
Reaching in Tiny, Primitive Country.

hundred thousand acres of Haiti's 


UT of the vast upheaval of the war and the search for vital 
raw materials has come an experiment that has begun to alter 
the simple pattern of existence in this island republic. One 


fertile earth are being planted in 


cryptostegia grandiflora, a plant of the milkweed family from which 
ultimately the prospect is for 10,000 tons of raw rubber to help re- 
place the supply lost when the Japs conquered the East Indies. 


It is all, of course, a matter of 
scale. Before the war Haiti ex- 
ported annually, about six million 
dollars in produce of various 
sorts. That was the sum total of 
Haiti's money economy, support- 
ing that smal margin of the pop- 
ulation which manages to live 
above the self-sustaining level of 
the mass of the peasants. Now in 
less than three years 30 million 
dollars out of the United States 
Treasury are being spent here. 
It is a big rock to drop in a 
smail pool, and the repercussions 
are likely to be felt far beyond 
the shores of this curious and 
fascinating country. 

The goal of rubber is so urgent 
that the Americans who are di- 
recting the cryptostegia project 
have little time to think about 
the future beyond the end of the 
present crisis. They know that 
every scrap of raw rubber that 
can be produced anywhere will be 
necessary to keep the wheels of 
American industry turning in the 
lean period that is just ahead. 


100 Tons This Year. 


Tapping of the cryptostegia 
plants for the milky white latex 
has just begun in those fields that 
are most advanced. The amount 
of rubber out of Haiti this year 
will be 100 tons—negligible except 
that no amount of rubber can be 
called negligible in these days of 
scarcity. Not until Jan. 1, 1945, 
will production be at the full rate 
of 10,000 tons a year. 

While Americans and Haitians 
are concentrated on this big job, 
the Haitians are thinking at the 
* same time of the future. Just the 
other day Washington announced 
‘that work on the Central American 
highway, an emergency measure 
started at the time that subma- 
rines were taking a heavy toll of 
inter-American shipping, would be 
abandoned; the submarine menace 
Was no longer acute. The Amer- 
ican newspaper men who stopped 
here on a tour of the Caribbean 
and South American rubber areas 
were asked what that meant, 

“Is your interest in us only for 
the duration of the war when you 
need us?” the Haitians ask. “Will 
you leave as soon as the need 
is over? Is that what we must 
look forward to?” 


Like Questions Everywhere. 

Such must be the doubts in the 
minds of Latin-Americans every- 
where. American money has given 
a tremendous impetus to the econ- 
omies of a number of countries 
south of the American border. 
Airfields, highways, troop centers, 
new industrial plants, all have 
come into being under the threat 
which the Axis leveled at this 
hemisphere so short a time ago; 
so recent and yet the memory of 
it is already fading. 


What happened here in Haiti is 
an illustration in little of what 
happened throughout the Ameri- 
cas. In 1937 and '’38 the Germans 
came very close to putting over a 
carefully worked out plan which 
would have meant tight German 
control over the finances of the 
country. Clever, hard-working 
Germans had ingratiated them- 
selves with the Haitians. They 
Were carrying out a plan that 
would have seriously threatened 
North American security, 

By quick action the State De- 
partment, working through the 
Export-Import Bank, thwarted the 
German scheme. A loan was made 
to Haiti, and in collaboration with 
the Haitian Government the J. G. 
White Engineering Co. was com- 
missioned to build highways and 
bridges. This was frankly a stop- 
gap program to ward off Nazi con- 
trol of a friendly country occupy- 
ing a highly strategic island. 


Plant Man the Sponsor. 

Not long after he was sent here 
by the Department of Agriculture 
in Washington—in the first in- 
stance to advise the White Engi- 
neering Co. on agricultural prob- 
lems—Thomas A. Fennell, expert 
on tropical life, reached the con- 
clusion that a productive enter- 
prise and not mere road building 
was essential. That was in 1939. 
The result is the cryptostegia 
project “which igs Fennell’s baby. 

With remarkable zeal and en- 
thusiasm he has pushed it through, 
working always with President 
Elie Lescot and the men around 
him. (As a symbol of the friend- 
ly relationship that exists Lescot 
spent the last week in Washing- 
ton as a guest of President Roose- 
velt.) 

With Lescot’s co-operation, Fen- 
nel] organized a Haitian company 
with a long title the initials of 
which spell Shada. On Shada’s 
board are three Haitians and three 
Americans. Fennel] is president. 
The money comes from the Rub- 
ber Director's office in Washing- 
ton. And all of the rubber will go 
automatically to the Rubber Di- 
rector. 

As Fennell himself is perfectly 
well aware, it is a precarious thing 
to cut boldly across an ancient, al- 
most primitive society with any- 
thing as big—given the scale of 
Haiti—as Shada. For all but 4 or 
5 per cent of Haiti's aristocratic 
elite, with a strong admixture of 
French blood and consequently 
lighter skins, life here has changed 
but little since the day Columbus 
discovered this part of the world. 

It is a perfectly good going so- 

jety, based on the habit patterns 
brought by the ancestors of the 
present-day Haitians from Africa. 


Land is widely owned in small 
plots that produce food and shelter 
with enough left over to trade for 
minimum clothing and a little 
store food. While syphilis, yaws 
and malaria are widespread, the 
Haitian peasant has a sturdy re- 
sistance, and he has many ad- 
vantages over the American slum 
dweller, among them being sun, 
fresh air, a beautiful countryside 
and freedom from time clocks, 


Average 36 Cents a Day. 


Trying to upset this pattern as 
little as possible, Fennell has put 
50,000 to, 60,000 Haitians to work 
for wages. The minimum wage is 
30 cents a day, the going wage 36 
cents. By hand 65,000 acres have 
thus far been planted with an 
average of 9600 seedlings to the 
acre. The waving stems of the 
cryptostegia plant are trapped by 
hand with aid of a device de- 
veloped here. Then the latex ig 
coagulated with water, kneaded by 
hand and rolled by hand between 
iron rollers. 


. As with rubber production on the 
plantations of the Far East, before 
the Japs’ conquest, if labor were 
not so plentiful and so cheap the 
cryptostegia technique would obvi- 
ously be impossible. While it is 
still, in a sense, in an experimental 
stage, Fennel] hag no doubt that 
rubber in volume will come out to- 
ward the end of next year. Cryp- 
tostegia as a source of raw rubber 
has been attacked, particularly in 
certain American newspapers, but 
Fennell believes it has never been 
given a fair test in the tropics. 


Price Estimates Vary. 


Price is, of course, another mat- 
ter. A commission sent here a 
year ago to investigate the possi- 
bilities of. the cryptostegia project 
reported the rubber would. cost 
$1.53 a pound. (For comparison 
the price of plantation rubber 
from the Far East in the pre-war 
period averaged about 20 cents a 
pound.) Fennell and the experts 
working with him, both Haitian 
and American, say the cost will be 
between 60 and 75 cents a pound, 
depending on the number of pounds 
produced per acre. Fennell be- 
lieves the average will be around 
300 pounds. Otherg are: not so op- 
timistic. 


To get 100,000 acres into cryptos- 
tegia—that is 1/64th of the total 
land area and a far higher propor- 
tion of the productive land since 
Haiti has considerable desert—it 
has been necessary to take some 
land out of food production. That 
has given rise to criticism in a 
country where malnutrition * is 
chronic. 


Fennell points out, however, 
that an effort was made in each 
instance to leave the peasant 
farmer an acre or an acre and a 
half of land for food use around 
his little thatched house. The pro- 
ductivity achieved by the peasant 
farmers is in any event only a 
fraction of what the acreage 
would yield under more thorough 
cultivation. Shada’s président 
hopes to increase food production 
even though rich land has been 
put into cryptostegia, The wages 
paid to cryptostegia workers go, 
according to Fennell, for the most 
part for food. Workers and their 
families get enough to eat and 
their capacity to work immediate- 
ly increases, 

Shada is going in for an exten- 
sive health program. This year 
$129,000 is being spent on atabrine 
tablets to counteract malaria and 
on other health measures, With 
this must go painstaking, rudi- 
mentary education. To get even 
the most primitive form of sani- 
tation—the outdoor privy — would 
take a long educational campaign 
and this with an illiterate peas- 
antry. The same thing applies to 
any effort to raise dietary stand- 
ards and induce different eating 
habits. 


One on Washington. 


The “common man” here in 
Haiti is a pliant individual who 
appears to accept hig lot with an 
amiable fatalism. To break into 
the ancient world in which he 
lives means to begin by teaching 
him that he has “wants.” It is 
very easy to go arn through 
lack of knowledge of: his world, 
When Shada was being set up 
someone in Washington suggested 
that the basic contract should 
contain a labor clause and in or- 
der to prevent child labor each 
individual employed should be re- 
quired to produce a birth certifi- 
cate, This in a country where the 
informal marriages of 95 per cent 
of the people are not even re- 
corded and the births of the chil- 
dren that all women of child-bear- 
ing age produce annually pass un- 
noticed. 


The contrast between Haiti's 
peasantry and the elite of Port 
au Prince is marked, The latter 
are highly civilized and charming 
people, many of whom have been 
educated in France, They incline 
a little to look down on the or- 
dinary visiting American’s lack of 
classical culture. 


Most of this elite is with Presi- 
dent Lescot but a minority is in 
opposition to Haiti’s President and 
to Shada. It would be surprising

A REVIEW OF THE WEEK

N OLD ALLY of the United Nations, deadlier in battle than 
the guns and bombs of man-made war, is again deploying its 


forces this mid-October week 


Another Russian winter is close 
at hand to cut at the wavering 
Dnieper line of the Nazi invaders, 
to slash with icy blasts and numb- 
ing cold at the foe, perhaps to 
turn another German foreshad- 
owed retreat into a greater disas- 
ter than crushed Napoleon's grand 
army on the same bleak sweep of 
West-Central Russian plains.* 

From the Baltic to Kiev, winter 
freeze-ups will come now almost 
any day. Rarely are they later 
than early November, Their onset 
this year bodes evil for Nazi le- 
gions rocking insecurely on the 
Russian-punctured Dnieper line, 
and above to the Baltic or below 
to the Black Sea. 

The worst winter of dread Hitler 
has known in Russia is at his 
throat. It could do more than Rus- 
sian or Allied fighting power, for 
all the year of unbroken victories, 
to break the will of the German 
people and tumble Nazism to the 
doom that @ascism has met and 
closing in on Japanese militar- 
sm. 


No Halt in Russia. 


It can no longer be doubted that 
the vast Russian summer of- 
fensive which has swept the Nazi 
foe back across the Dnieper was 
Moscow designed from its incep- 
tion in July to merge without a 
break into another Russian winter 
attack. Allied apprehensions that 
Red armies would exhaust them- 
selves and afford the foe oppor- 
tunity to brace and stock new de- 
fense lines have proved  un- 
founded. 

There has been no halt any- 
where in Ruasia since July to give 
the enemy a breathing spell. ll 
rains could not check hig retire- 
ment once his line of last winter 
was broken at Kharkov, at Orel 
and Bryansk and Smolensk, at 
Nevel and now, far to the south 
where the Dnieper turns finally 
westward to reach the Black Sea, 
at fallen Zaporozhe. 

The great retreat to shorten 
Nazi defense lines has been skill-

ONTROL of the southern tip 
C of Italy has opened the Adri- 

atic Sea to Allied naval forces 
and brought the air force within 
easy range of the Balkans. 

Thursday night, two British de- 
stroyers, the Tumult, a new ship 
commanded by Lt. Comdr, Lanyon 
and the Ilex, a thousand-tonner o 
the Intrepid class, intercepted two 
Italian ships in the Adriatic. Both 
Italian ships had armed German 
guards aboard directing. the Ital- 
ian crews.

Both are menacing 
traps that could engulf and de- 
stroy greater enemy forces than 
were overwhelmed at Stalingrad 
when the Russian march to the 
Dnieper began last winter. It is 
beyond military comprehension 
that the invaders dare risk much 
longer so crushing a disaster in 
Russia as the isolation of the Cri- 
mea or the closing of the Dnieper 
bend trap. 


Winter an Ally. 

Nor is the indicated situation 
brighter for the long left wing of 
the Nazi line above the Dnieper, 
where cold and the terrible men- 
ace of Russian winter maneuvers 
will strike first. 

The Nevel rail key is already 
lost, the Orsha and Vitebsk bas- 
tions quaking under’ unabated 
Russian pressure. And a Nazi 
winter retreat from Leningrad and 
the Volkhov and the Lovat could 
involve no less dangers than the 
seemingly inescapable withdrawal 
from the Crimea and the Dnieper 
bend, 

On all fronts, the acene for the 
United Nations is bright by con- 
trast with the face it showed a 
year ago this mid-October, But 
nowhere is it so bright, so fraught 
with tremendous possibilities in 
the months just ahead, as in Rus- 
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sia, And-it is there that the great- 
est ally of them alj, another Rus- 
sian winter, is marshaling for new 
action that could bring on the de- 
cisive battles of the war in Eu- 
rope before spring comes again. 
SCHWEINFURT RAID 
SHOWS NAZIS KEEP 
MOST PLANES HOME

NE thing stands out clearly 
(trom the great Schweinfurt 
battle on Thursday between 
the Luftwaffe and the United 
States Eighth Air Force—the Ger- 
mans are concentrating the bulk 
of their dwindling air power on 
protecting home industry and 
building up citizen morale at the 
expense of depriving their forces 
on the Italian and Russian front 
of fighter cover. : 

The attack put up for two hours 
by the Luftwaffe's single- and 
double-engined fighters was a 
measure of resistance in which 
every reckless and desperate trick 
was utilized. The Luftwaffe did 
knock 60 Flying Fortresses and 
two Thunderbolts out of the air 
for the heaviest single day's loss 
the Allies have ever had in the 
air over Germany. But every of- 
ficial report shows that the re- 
sults of the raid can be called a 
major victory for the Americans. 

It is estimated that at least one- 
fourth of Germany's entire ball- 
bearing production was wiped out 
and that the war has actually been 
shortened by many months. Amer- 
ican losses were expected to be 
heavy but the gaps already have 
been filled in by replacements 
which are steadily pouring into 
Britain from training fields in the 
United States. About 6000 more 
men for air crews have recently

Nelson Reception 
A Soviet Tribute 
To U. 5. Industry 


Cordiality Reflects Es- 
teem of American 
Business Men and 
Their Achievements.

MOSCOW, Oct. 16 (By Cable). 
ONALD M. NELSON, chair- 
man of the War Production 
Board, is making a more than 
favorable impression at Moscow, 
as was amply demonstrated Thurs- 
day evening by the extraordinary 
turnout of Russians in high posi- 
tions for a reception in his honor 
at the American Embassy. 
Present were four generals, sev- 
eral colonels and captains and 
other Red Army men, all in dress 
uniform with silver or gold epau- 
lets; Maxim Litvinoff, former Am- 
bassador to Washington and now 
a Foreign Affairs Vice-Commisnar, 
and Anastasi I, Mikoyan, Foreign 
Trade Commissar. There were the 
heads of the American sections of 
various commissariats and trade 
organizations. : Not since the out- 
break of the war have so many 
Russians of note bothered to take 
time off from préssing war duties 
to honor with their presence a 
foreign visitor at a foreign em- 
bassy. 
And, following up this reception, 
Premier Stalin conferred with 
Nelson yesterday. 


Reasons for Reception. 

No doubt, the geniality and 
friendlinéss of Nelson himself is 
in no smajl measure responsible 
for the recognition accorded to 
him here. No doubt, also, on the 
eve of the conference of Foreign 
Ministers at Moscow, fhe Russians 
have wished to demonstrate their 
attitude of good will toward Amer- 
ica, and all the more so because 
of the tension which may have 
been occasioned by the sharp crit- 
icisms in the United States press 
of Soviet policy which often are 
reprinted here, as well as the 
pungent replies and criticism of 
American policy in the Moscow 
trade union journal, War and the 
Working Class, which American 
correspondents here never fail to 
give in their dispatches. : 

Yet, in the view of this corre- 
spondent, the presence of so many 
Russians of distinction at the re- 
ception to Nelson was, above 
everything else, a demonstration of 
Russian esteem for eminent Amer- 
ican business men. Such men, 
while never for a moment forget- 
ting their American nationality or 
the political ideas they espouse, 
have the gift, out of their experi- 
ence, of appraising Russia not so 
much in terms of political formu- 
las as in those of business policy, 
method and achievement. 

A good Diesel engine is as good 
in Russia as in the United States, 
and a bad Diesel engine is as bad 
in Russia as in America. The 
same holds true for a tractor, com- 
bine, truck or bomber, or anything 
else that comes out a machine 
shop or rolls off an assembly line. 


U. S. Role in Progress. 

After all, the Russians know 
only too well and never tire of re- 
peating, especially in their volumi- 
nous technical literature, that it is 
from the United States more than 
from any other country, or all 
other countries, that they have 
learned to bujld blast furnaces, 
machine shops, automobile facto- 
ries and the endless other indus- 
trial enterprises which now are 
winning the war against Germany. 

Therefore, they find it easier to 
make themselves understood by an 
American corporation president or 
other business executive than by a 
professional diplomat, who, often

To Nazi propagandists who are 
stressing the “impossibility” of 
any basic agreement between the 
three powers, the Government 
newspaper Izvestia editorially de- 
clares that the Germans have lived 
on such hopes before, only to be 
disappointed.

It takes the view which has 
often been expressed here pre- 
viously that any discussion of 
pestwar problems can only oc- 
cur if the world is moving to- 
ward a postwar period; if joint 
efforts are being most fully ex- 
pended toward the immediate 
common goal of victory. 


Warning Against Delay. 


Failure of the Allies to use the 
present favorable situation for 
new blows against the Germans 
would mean’ that political leaders 
must shoulder responsibility, Iz- 
vestia says, for the “immeasurable 
suffering of tens of millions of 
people.” Perhaps the delegations 
will get a glimpse of Stalingrad 
on the way here. It would be a 
helpful preliminary to their dis- 
cussions, 

There are some questions 
which just as definitely will not 
be talked about during the ses- 
sions here, and one of these 
seems to be the Soviet Union’s 
boundaries. There is absolutely 
no indication, however, that 
Moscow wants these any far- 
ther extended. 

The sole reference to these prob- 
lems in today’s press occurs in a 
Pravda article about Rumania, in 
which Rumanian leaders are ac- 
cused of duplicity similar to that 
which has often been charged 
against Finnish leaders — playing 
Hitler’s war game and trying at 
the same time to avoid the conse- 
quences of defeat. Any Rumanian 
hopes for a “Trans-Dniester Em- 
pire,” about which the Rumanians 
earlier talked so much, can cer- 
tainly be completely discarded. 


Restraint Apparent. 

These articles sometimes seem 
to have ‘a stern uncompromising 
tone. Actually, compared with 
earlier expressions, they are 
models of restraint and reason- 
ableness. Their tone, together 
with that of the last issue of War 
and the Working Class, is one of 
the bases for hope on the part of 
foreign observers that the con- 
ference may make real progress. 

The approach of the conference 
has been mafked in Moscow by 
increased political and diplomatic 
activity. Donald M. Nelson, for 
example, was received by Premier 
Stalin last night in one of his 
first interviews in some time with 
a foreign visitor. The new Turk- 
ish ambassador to Moscow, Hus- 
sein Ragib Baidur, arrived here 
Friday.

This last condition is described 
by Pester Lloyd as intended pri- 
marily to reassure Britain and 
Turkey by proving that Russia has 
no intention of claiming the straits 
(Dardanelles), Russia will insist 
on immediate and unconditional 
acceptance of all these five pointa, 
the Hungarian source stresses. 

Whether these conditions are of 
Axis origin is extremely debatable, 
It would be in line with Nazi tech- 
nique to spread rumors on the eve 
of a conference, the outcome of 
which might be a veritable night- 
mare to Germany, in order to trou- 
ble the atmosphere between the 
Allies. ;

“This fact of paramount impor 
tance was possible,” says Knip- — 
hausen, “only because German 
soldiers protected Finland with 
their lives when they were sup 
ported only by a few divisions of 
other friendly nations. During the 
entire period from the winter of 
1942 to the summer of 1943, the 
German army bore the whole 
brunt of the Russian offensive 
while the Finnish army enjoyed a 
peaceful existence. ... Therefore 
Germany is now entitled to ex- 
pect Finland’s wholehearted sup- 
port in forthcoming military ac 
tion.”

tions, undoubtedly represents the 
anticipated Nazi answer to a pos- 
sible Finnish declaration—should 
Leningrad fall—that it is unable to 
continue to fight.

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DRIVE FOR METAL 
SeRAP TO BEGIN 
HERE TOMORROW 


13-Day Campaign in City, 
County by the OCD 
Is Part of National 
Movement. 


A 13-day campaign to collect 
scrap metal for urgent war pur- 
0 i will begin in St. Louis to- 
mofrow under the direction of 
Clark Johnston, chairman of the 
Scrap Metals Committee of the Of- 
fice of Civilian Defense. 

St. Louis County will conduct a 
similar drive under the direction 
of Mayor Matt C. Fogerty of Uni- 
versity City. 

About 9000 adult members of the 
OCD War Block Service and more 
than 100,000 elementary school 
students will be the principal 
workers in St. Louis. The adults 
will go from house to house and 
teli householders that the steel 
mills of this area must have all 
the scrap iron and scrap steel that 
can be assembled in order to keep 
the mills operating this winter 
Householders will be urged to 
carry their own scrap to the col- 
lection center. Students will search 
for scrap and carry it to the cen- 


ters. 
Scrap Banks Set Up. 

Metal attached to wood, or some 
other substance, should be removed 
and then deposited on one of the 
140°Victory Scrap banks that have 
been located with a viewing of pro- 
viding one in every neighborhood, 
Johnston stated. . 

These banks will serve not only 
during the 13-day drive, but also 
will remain as places where scrap 
metal can be deposited during the 
War. 

“These banks, located at garages, 
filling stations and other neighbor- 


hood spots, are not just ordinary } 


junk piles,” he explained. “They 
are exactly what the name implies 
—deposits of insurance against fu- 
ture shortages. 

“The bigger they get the better 
for the steel industry and for the 
war production industries.” 

War Block Workers to Aid 

The War Block Service workers 
will visit St. Louis’ 250,000 homes 
under direction of John J. O’Fal- 
lon, chief of that service. 

“Our workers will explain the 
nation’s need for the broken old 
radiator that is stored in a base- 
ment,” O'Fallon said. “There is 
still a considerable amount of 
scrap metal around houses and 
our program is designed to con- 
vince householders that Uncle 
Sam needs that metal as scrap 
more than the householder needs 
it. Moreover, our workers will ex- 
plain how seven and one-half 
pounds of small pieces of rakbts, 
pipe, radio parts, and shovels can 
be converted into a bomb casing. 
Nine ounces of screws, pipes, and 
small pieces of metal can make a 
bayonet.” 

While 109 public elementary 
schools in St. Louis will take part 
in the campaign, no school yards 
will be used as junk depositories. 
There will be 77 Catholic and 19 
Lutheran schools in the city and 
county co-operating in the drive. 

In the County. 

Mayor Fogerty said there would 
be 72 salvage chairmen in the 
county, “It will be their job to see 
that the scrap comes in and that 
it is delivered and sold to junk 
dealers,” Fogerty said, “The deal- 
ers are expected to pay $8.50 a ton 
for scrap metal delivered to them. 
The proceeds can be used to pay 
for the victory scrap bank drive, 
Civilian Defense Work, Junior Red 
Cross activities, or any worth- 
while war effort. 

“War block workers are expected 
to keep their eyes open for any 
heavy metal scrap in their neigh- 
borhoods that is too large to be 
moved by small wagons or light 
trucks. Written reports should be 
made of any heavy scrap available 
and special arrangements will be 


made to have it hauled to salvage | 


yards.” 

The city and county drive is 
part of a nation-wide campaign to 
collect 15,000,000 tons of scrap and 
the War Production Board was 
asked to set a quota for this sec- 
tor. But the board declined with 
an explanation that the _ goal 
should be the maximum amount 
of metal that could be brought in 
within 13 days. Campaign leaders 
said that they must emphasize 
that no tin or rubber is wanted 
in this drive. Tin cans, it was ex- 
plained will be collected under 
the monthly pickup program.

In New York Closely Watched as 


Presidential Race Straw-in-Wind a 


American Labor Party Backing Democrat, 
Victory for Whom Would Strengthen 
Roosevelt’s Fourth-Term Chances—‘Draft 
Dewey’ Move Likely if Republican Wins.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16. 


N Nov. 2, New York will elect a Lieutenant Governor to fill 
the unexpired term of the late Thomas W. Wallace.

year the practical, working politicians throughout the country are 
watching for the result with close professional interest in the hope 
of getting a long-range forecast of what the weather will be at the 
two national conventions and during the presidential campaign. 


If the Republican candidate, 
State Senator Joe R. Hanley, is 
elected, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
seemingly will be far ahead of all 
other prospects for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, re- 
gardless of his present disavowal 
of aspirations for that honor. 

If the Democratic and American 
Labor party candidate, Lt. Gen. 
William N. Haskell, retired, be- 
comes Lieutenant Governor, Dew- 
ey’s chance for election to the 
presidency in 1944 will be greatly 
dfminished and the probability of 


a fourth term for President Roose- 


velt will be correspondingly in- 
creased. Haskell’s defeat would 
foreshadow a difficult time for 
the Democrats next year, whoever 
the presidential nominee may be. 

Despite the national significance 
of the State cgntest, the campaign 
has been apathetic and probably 
will continue so. A _ responsible 
prediction now or even just before 
election day would be daring. 
Neither side is optimistic, each 
pointing out that unfathomable or 
unforeseen factors may determine 
the result, 

Unanswered Questions. 


Here are a few important ques- 
tions local politicians cannot an- 
sewer: 

1. What party will be able to 
get out the highest percentage 
of its eligible voters? 

2. Is there an undercurrent, 
especially among women voters, 
against the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration because of OPA and 
other regulations, the drafting 
of fathers and high taxation? 

3. What effect will the ab- 
sence of 800,000 New Yorkers 
now in the armed services have 
on the balloting? 

4. What effect would a spec- 
tacular military or diplomatic 
victory have just before elec- 
tion? 

5. What will be the weather 
on election day? . 

The right answer to any one of 
these questions may be just 
enough to tip the election one way 
or the other. A combination could 
give a large Republican majority. 
On the surface at this time it 
looks as though Hanley and the 
Republicans are a shade the bet- 
ter bet. 

The answer to the prevailing un- 
certainty is simple. Last year, 

although Dewey defeated Senators 
James M. Mead (Dem.) and Dean 
Alfange (American Labor party) 
by a whopping 243,861 plurality, 
Wallace defeated Charles Poletti. 
who got the combined Democratic- 
A. L. P. vote, by only 53,868, or 


about 1.5 per cent of the total. | 


The result of this contest for the 
lieutenant governorship was not 
known definitely until three days 
after the election. 


The present comparison is not 
with the Dewey-Mead-Alfange 
fight, but with the Wallace-Poletti 
duel, in which the A. L. P. gave 
the Democrat 411,684 ballots. Had 
Poletti won, the A. L. P. would 
have made good its boast that it 
holds the balance of voting power 
in the State. 

If Haskell wins this year, there 
can be no doubt that A. L. P. 
support is necessary for other 
Democratic victories. 


Heavy City Registration. 

New York City’s registration is 
complete, with 1,750.343 voters 
signed up. This is 380,000 fewer 
than last year but only 300,000 few- 
er than in 1939, more comparable 
for off-year elections. Republicans 
are elated because for the first 
time, the borough of Queens, 
where they have many voters, 
topped the Bronx. Registration 
was also heavy in Manhattan, par- 
ticularly in the heavily Repub- 
lican Tenth and Fifteenth Dis- 
tricts. The bad odor of Tammany 
is said to be responsible for this. 


Outstate registrations are not 
yet completed. Not much can be 
told on this subject, except that 
it probably will be about 7 per 
cent off from 1939. Nonpersonal 
registrations—that Is, the voter 
does not have to make his own 
appearance at the registration of- 
fice—accounts for about 45 per 
cent of the outstate vote. These 
are usually mostly Republican, 
but this year there are only afew 
local contests and New York City 
politicians say they don’t know 
how many of these outstaters will 
vote Nov. 2. Bad weather may 
keep many farmers away from the 
polls; if there is a strong under- 
current of resentment § against 
Roosevelt, they may come out in 
force. 

The two candidates are about 
equal in political availability and 
appeal, although Haskell has had 
far more administrative and execu- 
tive experience than Hanley—a 
point stressed by Democrats in 
talking about the possibility that 
the Lieutenant Governor might 
become Governor. Both are well 
known throughout the State, but 
neither has the picturesque quali- 
ties of Dewey, F. D. Roosevelt or 
Al Smith. 

Vigorous A. L, P. Campaign. 

Only the A. L. P. leaders are 
making an intensive effort. This 
is not primarily for Haskell but 
rather because of the external and 
internal situations confronting the 
young and vigorous party. The 
Democrate and Republican cam- 
paign quarters are jogging along 
in a routine, almost listless man- 
ner, while the bustling A. L. P. 
headquarters recall presidential 


years. 

The A. L. P. is divided into right 
and left wing factions, but both 
are supporting Haskell. He will 
benefit by all efforts to get out 
the A. L. P. voters. The A. L. P.’s 
No. 1 candidate is Matthew ‘W. 
Levy, who is seeking a seat on the 
Sta Supreme Court against 
Thomas A. Aurelio, who had the 
combinéd Democratic and Repub- 
lican support until both parties 
disowned him because of charges 
that he had political connections 
with racketeers. The courts have 
held, however, that Aurelio is en- 
titled to have his name on the 
ballot as the Democratic and Re- 
publican nominee... Several good 
political forecasters say he may 
be elected. 2 

Another candidate high on the 
right-wing list is Mrs. Pearl L. 
Willen. who has the backing of 
the State A. L. P. Executive Com- 
mittee for the City Council. Mrs. 
Willen is a former St. Louisan. 
Her maiden name was Pearl Lar- 
ner and she attended Soldan High 
School and was graduated from 
Washington University. Mrs. Wil- 
len left St. Louis about 18 years 
ago and became active in liberal 
and labor movements. She is 
chairman of the women’s division 
of the A. L. P., a member of the 
board of the Union Yor Demo- 
cratic Action and secretary of the 
Labor. Educational Service, 

Both A. L. P. factions are fight- 
ing aggressively for their local 
borough candidates and there are 
many internal fights, such as that 
between Sidney Hillman of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
and David Dubinsky of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, over positions and power 
within the party. These are com- 
Plicated rows, but the net result 
will be a heavy vote in November. 


State AFL Backs Hanley. 


In an attempt to offset the ac- 
tive support given Haskell by the 
A. L. P., the Republicans are try- 
ing to exploit the indorsement of 
their candidate by the State Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, the first 
indorsement of a Republican by 
the State organization in 25 years. 
Practical politicians, Republicans 
as well as Democrats, discount the 
value of this paper support. There 
is always a question whether the 
State labor officials can actually 
deliver many votes from their 
membership—in this instance a re- 
puted 1,500,000 workers. 


Democratic leaders-are incensed 
over this indorsement and some 
give the plausible explanation that 
since the Republicans will control 
the governorship and the Legisla- 
ture for the next three years, the 
AFL leaders were moved more by 
the promise of future favors from 
the Republicans than by past per- 
formances by the Democrats. 

The State AFL has-announced 
that it indorsed Hanley because 
of his pro-labor voting record, first 
as a State Representative and lat- 
er as Senator and Senate majority 
leader. Haskell, not having served 
in the Legislature, has no voting 
record, so he is pointing with 
pride to his relief work in Russia 
and what he did for the men in 
his ree ag | outfits. Several in- 
fluential IO organizations, as 
well as many AFL locals in New 
York City have promised Haskell 
their support. These organiza- 
tions, however; have been allied 
with the A. L. P. fy 

Haskell and Hanley ate _ con- 
ducting organizational campaigns, 
or rather the organizations are 
running the campaigns for them. 
About the only money spent is for 
radio time. Haskell, who was 65 
years old in August, is running on 
his record as a soldier and ad- 
ministrator in New York State, 
Washington and abroad. Hanley, 
who is 67 years old, recently told 
a political audience that he would 
go before the people of the State 
with the simple proposition that 
there is no reason for them to 
change the policy they decided 
upon last fall when they elected 
their Republican administration,” 

Picked by Organizations. 

Both candidates were picked by 
their respective organizations, 
Haskell is generally regarded as 
an Al Smith-Jim Farley man; 
Hanley was a natural selection 
because of his position of Senate 
majority leader, 

The A. L. P. is the only party 
insisting that the election has 
national significanqe, When Has- 
kell was picked by the Democratic 
committee, Joseph V. O'Leary, 
former State Comptroller and the 
A. L. P. nominee, withdrew in his 
favor. The A. L. P. State Execu- 
tive Committee in announcing its 
support of the Democratic candi- 
date said: 

“Gen, Haskell’s joint designa- 
tion by the A. L, P. and the Demo- 
cratic party assures unity of the 
New Deal forces in President 
Roosevelt’s home State. This will 
be an unbeatable coalition of labor 
and liberal votes, which guaran- 
tees Gen, Haskell's election as a 
prelude to a New Deal victory in 
the crutial elections of 1944.” 

Although the A. L, P. is empha- 
sizing Haskell’s connections with 
the New Deal, the State Demo- 
cratic organization, dominated by 
former Democratic National Chair- 
man Farley, is soft-pedaling any 
advantages that Haskell’s election 
would bring to the President. 
Farley and Al Smith are still bit-

To show a united Democratic 
front, speeches will be made for 
Haskell by Farley, Smith and 
Owen D. Young, who is generally 
regarded as sympathetic to Roose- 
veltian aims. Senator Mead, whom 
Farley opposed fer the governor- 
ship nomination last year, has al- 
ready spoken for Haskell outstate, 
but as yet no speech by Senator 
Wagner has been scheduled. For- 
mer Gov. Lehman, who took Has- 
kell to Washington as the director 
of field operations of the Office of 
Relief and Rehabilitation, seems 
to feel that he should not partici- 
pate in political campaigns. 


Hanley’s principal speakers 
will, of course, be Republican state 
officials, including Gov. Dewey, 
and Wendell Willkie, who offered 
his services immediately after 
Hanley was nominated. 


Getting down to cold statistics, 
Democratic leaders figure that if 
Haskell can carry New York City 
by 400,000 majority, he has a good 
chance of winning. This seems 
a modest figure when compared 
with Roosevelt’s early victories, 
or even with Poletti’s city pluralitv 
of 597,083 last year. But Haskell 
has not the political appeal of Po- 
letti nor is this year’s fight at- 
tracting as much popular interest 
as last year’s. - 

Wallace came down to tHe Bronx 
with a plurality of 650,951. No- 
body expects such a Republican 
outstate majority this year even if 
the. undercurrent of, anti-Roosevelt

Haskell’s Hope Is A. L. P. 


Haskell’s hope, therefore, must 
rest on the efforts of the A. L. P. 
in getting out their vote. Last year 
the A. L. P. gave Poletti 365,348 
votes in New York City and 46,336 
votes from outstate, a total of 411,- 
684 when the Demoérats thought 
the figure would not run over 
300,000. A. L, P. spokesmen pre- 
dict that this year’s total will be 
between 300,000 and 350,000. 

Republicans concede that they 
are not likely to come to the Bronx 
this year with more than 500,000 
plurality. If this is true, the race 
may be as close this year as last. 


The practical, working politicians 
here and throughout the country 
are not primarily interested in the 
reasons for a close race, They 
want to back the winner, In this 
instance, if Hanley comes out on 
top, Gov. Dewey will be the real 
winner, If Hanley wins, expect a 
nationwide Republican movement 
to “draft Dewey for the Presi- 
dency.”

To be effective, this suggested 
United Nations executive body 
should be small in number. I 
would suggest that it be composed 
in addition to delegates of the 
four major military powers, of 
representatives elected by the 
states of each region, and existing 
associations of states, in a propor- 
tion and by a method to be deter- 
mined by the United Nations, 


This executive council, which 
would eventually become the exec- 
utive branch of any perfected in- 
ternational organization, should 
be granted supervisory jurisdiction 
over. all desirable international 
agencies—such as the Internation- 
al Labor Office or the Food ard 
Agriculture Committee — which 
may already have been created, 
and should be also charged with 
the duty of organizing such fur- 
ther standing agencies as the 
United Nations may from time to 
time deem necessary or desirable, 
and of formulating recommenda- 
tions for submission to each: one 
of the United Nations covering 
such fundamental requirements as 
a world court and other necessary 
permanent international bodies. 


Inter-American Setup, 


T am a convinced believer in the 
efficacy and in the need for the 
permanent continuance of the ex- 
isting inter-American regional sys- 
tem which has been brought into 
being by the free will of the 21 
Sovereign American republics, 

In their consideration of the 
kind of future world organization 
which will be best calculated to 
meet the high objectives which 
the great majority of us are seek- 
ing, governments and _ peoples 
might well study the desirability 
of instituting regional systems, 
conforming in their general pat- 
tern to the system evolved by the 
New World, but all of them co- 
ordinated under an executive body 
of the nature which has been 
above proposed, representative of 
every region. In such an organi- 
zation each region would be pri- 
marily responsible for regional 
peace, and only in the event that 
a regional conflagration threatened 
the general peace, would wider 
action become necessary. 


ansition Period. 


Many months ago I expressed 
the belief that upon the cessation 
of hostilities we must contemplate 
the need for a transition period 
during which many readjustments 
of many kinds would haye to be 
undertaken before ‘any attempt 
could properly be made to set up 
any permanent world organiza- 
tion, That ig more than ever my 
belief, 

One can draw an infinite num- 
ber of invaluable conclusions from 
the experience which was had in 
1919 when the unsuccessful attempt 
was made to obtain rigid compli- 
ance by all nations with the de- 
tailed and perfected Covenant of 
the League of Nations, Would it 
not be a wiser and more practical 
approach in the new effort which 
I hope and which I believe will be 
undertaken to secure a workable 
international organization, to start 
with the necessary basic agree- 
ments and mechanisms, and then, 
during the transition period, agree 
upon the perfecting elaboration of 


those agreements and mechanisms 


as changing conditions and ex- 
perience:may show it to be expedi- 
ent or necessary? 

Surely, at the commencement of 


this transition period, all peoples’ 


must agree that manifold ques- 
tions should advantageously be 
postponed for later adjustment 
and accommodation, when the pas- 
sions of war have cooled, and a 
greater wisdom in their determina- 
tion can be achieved through a 
longer perspective. ® 


I can see no advantage to be 
gained at this moment by any 
general and theoretical discus- 
sion of the advantages or disad- 
vantages ebtaining to the United 
States by the limitations upon its 
sovereignty which it might un- 
dergo were it to participate in an 
international organization, 

Such a discussion, it seems to 
me, can only benefit those who 
are opposed to our taking part 
in any form of international co- 
operation, and who desire, by 
confusing the real issues, to en- 
— public doubt and preju- 

ce, 


Until we have determined ex- 
actly what form of world organi- 
zation we believe should in our 
own interest be instituted, how 
can we tell what, if any, limita- 
tions such an organization might 
ap org upon our sovereignty? 

s has so often and truly been 
said, any treaty to which this 
country is a party necessarily 
limits our sovereignty. I can con- 
ceive of no manner by which this 
nation can participate in an inter- 
national organization save through 
its? adherence to an internationa) 
agreement, or series of agree- 
ments, which would necessarily be 
subject to the approval of the leg- 
islative branch of our government 
as provided by our Constitution. 

Would it not be wiser before 
entering into any impassioned de- 
bate upon the abstract question 
of sovereignty to wait and see 
what each proposed agreement in- 
volved, and then weigh the ad- 
vantages to be derived by us from 
such instruments against any at- 
tendant limitation upon our fna- 
tional freedom of action? 

Two Great Moral Principles. 

I most earnestly hope that when 
the time comes for these decisions 
to be made the voice of the Amer- 
ican people will be raised in the 
demand that in any new world 
organization that may be created, 


two great moral principles be for 
all time established by it. 

The first of these is what should 
be the inalienable right of all 
peoples to enjoy the freedoms of 
religion, of speech, and of infor- 
mation. No greater bulwark for 
peace in the future can be built 
than through universal recogni- 
tion of these freedoms as human 
rights. ‘ Every nation which be- 
comes a member of the interna- 
tional organization to be set up 
should be obligated, as a condi- 
tion of its adherence, to show that 
its citizens are guaranteed these 
rights by its national constitution. 

And the second great principle 
likewise involves the question of 
human freedom. More than a 
hundred years ago the moral force 
of public opinion in Great Britain 
compelled the British Government 
to abolish slavery within the ter- 
ritories of the Empire and a great 
British Prime Minister led a 
valiant and successful fight for 
the abolition of the international 
slave trade. Eighty years ago, 
the American people proved the 
eternal truth that this nation 
could not survive half slave and 
half free. Can the peaceful, the 
stable, and the free world for 
which we hope be created if it is 
envisioned from the outset as half 
slave and half free; if hundreds 
of millions of human beings are 
told that they are destined to re- 
main indefinitely under alien sub- 
jection? 

New Nationalistic Forces. 


New and powerful nationalistic 
forces are breaking into life 
throughout the earth, and in par- 
ticular in the vast regions of 
Africa, of the Near East, and of 
the Far East. Must not these 
forces, unless they are to be per- 
mitted to start new and devas- 
tating inundations, be canalized 
through the channels of liberty 
into the great stream of construc- 
tive and co-operative human en- 
deavor? 

We all of us recognize that it 
will take many generations for 
some backward peoples to be 
prepared for autonomy and :self- 
government. But I am _ ~»per- 
suaded that any international or- 
ganization should establish the 
basic principle that no nation 
has the inherent and unlimited 
right to govern subject peoples; 
that all nations which possess 
jurisdiction over Other peoples 
must‘recognize in effective fash- 
ion that such control is to be 
exercised primarily for the pur- 
pose of preparing these alien 
races to undertake the responsi- 
bilities of sel@government as 
soon as they are capable there- 
of; and that until they are fitted 
for autonomy the administering 
power, as a trustee, must hold 
itself responsible for its admin- 
istration to world public opinion 
as represented in the interna- 
tional organization, 

The right of all peoples to 
their liberty must be confirmed 
as the moral force of public 
opinion long since established 
the right of man to his individ- 


the doctrine of a superior race. 
The enjoyment by peoples of the 
right of self-determination is not 
limited by divine warrant, nor 
for that matter by the Atlantic 
Charter, to the white race, Peo- 
ples capable of autonomous gov- 
ernment should be possessed of 
that right, whether they be yel- 
low or brown, black or white. 


We have heard it said in recent 
months that we should presently 
refrain from declaring what our 
desires and aspirations are in the 
field of postwar settlements, and 
that we should rather wait before 
formulating our own policies’ in 
that regard until we have been 
told what other powers seek. 

And I sometimes ask myself, 
“What is this country of ours?” 
“Are we a puny or a senile na- 
tion?” “Are we so impotent, and 
have we played so inferior a part 
in the present struggle that we 
must still our own voice until we 
are told what other powers seek?’ 


I believe in national modesty. I 
I do not believe in a national in- 
feriority complex. 

We are a young and vigorous 
people. In armed might and in 
material resources we are second 
to no power of the globe. We are 
the greatest democracy in the 
world today. We covet no inch of 
territory, and we possess no im- 
perialistic ambitions. We have en- 
tered this war to preserve our own 
liberties, and to join with our Al- 
lies in utterly destroying the most 
villainous tyrannies which modern 
man has seen, and which, had 
they triumphed, would have made 
life intolerable for us all. 


By the blood which our fellow 
ericans are shedding for our 
country; by the treasure which 
we have expended for our own 
war effort and for that of our 
valiant Allies; by our own moral 
and material force in the world 
of today, I submit that we pos- 
sess not only the right, but the 
duty, to declare to the United 
Nations and to the world at large 
what we believe should be the 
foundations upon which the 
world of the future should be 
constructed, and what we are 
prepared to contribute to that 
end, so that this country of ours 
shall not again be plunged into 


war, 

“Only by daring to venture— 
thus — and only thus — can we 
hope to obtain compensation for 
those bitter sacrifices which we 
will have made when the lIast 
gun has been fired. 


Carlyle once said, “It is singular 
how .long the rotten will hold to- 
gether provided you do not handle 
it roughly ...so loath are men to 
quit their old ways; and conquer- 
ing indolence and inertia, venture 
on new.”

If we avail ourselves—in time— 
of the opportunity which fate has 
granted us, an American can truly 
say in the years to come: 

“Not only have we by our ef- 
forts saved ourselves, but we have 
with God’s help guided the feet of 
suffering mankind into the paths 
of peace.”

‘ _ HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 16. 
NE of the best-known act- 
resses in Hollywood is really 
the least known. Jean Arthur 
is acknowledged as tops in screen 


comediennes. Her name on a bill- . 


board is receipt-insurance-at the 
box-office,. Her throaty voice has 
become a trade-name, practically, 
for all throaty voices. 


As the girl in the life of both 
Mr. Deeds and Mr. Smith, she 
leaped into film fame that rivaled 
many much better’ established 
stars. She’s well known, all right 
—on the screen. 


But you haven't the least idea 
of the Jean Arthur of private, off- 
screen life. Unlike the Lana Tur- 
ners, the Maria Montezes, and 
other, shall we say, more extro- 
verted stars, the public has little 
knowledge of the person behind 
the actress. 

Her pet brand of breakfast food 
is an enigma; her ideas on how- 
to-hold-your-man (a favored sub- 
ject with so many stars who then 
proceed to lose theirs!) have never 
been aired.

Wartime Table Manners

ARTIME has simplified a 
great many everyday prob- 
lems, among them the prob- 
lem of eating. There are some peo- 
ple who seem to feel that their 
food problems have been oversim- 
plified to the point where they’re 
underfed, but disregarding this 
common complaint, you must ad- 
mit some notable advances have 
been made. : 

Take the matter of table man- 
ners, for instance. Before the war, 
every family had two sets of table 
manners, family or bad, and com- 
pany, or uncomfortable: manners. 
Dining with the family you picked 
up a chicken leg and tore it apart 
with your bare hands, happily and 
greasily. Dining with company, 
you mincingly picked -at it with 
a fork, ignoring your hostess’ as- 
surance that “Emily Post says it’s 
all right to pick it up.” You prac- 
tically never gnawéd at a chop 
bone, not if you gave a hoot about 
your social position. 

After the outbreak of war, with 
its rash of rationing, the entire 
concept of good table manners be- 
gan to change. At first the change 
appeared on the horizon like a 
cloud no bigger than a man’s hand 
—a man’s hand clutching a ham- 
bone fished out of the bean soup. 
Some families took to this evo- 
lution in etiquette naturally, easily. 
Others brooded over how it might 
affect postwar planning. Now ev- 
eryone can be reassured; for no 
less an authority than Good House- 
keeping magazine has stepped for- 
ward boldly and given its seal of 
approval to bone gnawing. 

Not only may you gnaw hones, 
sop up gravy, tilt your soup bowl, 
and spoon up. pie juice, in the 
bosom of your family—with nap- 
kin tucked under chin to shield 
said bosom, naturally—but you 
can do that in public. You can do 
it on Sunday, Monday and al- 
ways, from meatless Tuesday to 
dateless Saturday, and rest as- 
sured that you're being patriotic, 
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conserving food, and winning the 
war. 

“Good sense makes it 
ners,” says Katharine

Fisher, 


~iirector of the Good Housekeeping 


Institute, and goes on to elucidate 
and illustrate the technique of 
wartime table manners, 
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“Don’t limit to picnics the fun of 


gnawing on a chicken drumstick, 
or a chop bone,” she commands. 
“No knife can get at those last 
sweet morsels as well as your 
teeth can. Your teeth were made 
for the job and it’s said to be good 
for them, too.” 

Provided, she might have added, 


that your teeth are all your own. 


and you won't pull out a handful 
of them attached to a hunk of 
gristle. 

“Sopping up the last of the 
gravy on your plate with a bit of 
bread is a secret vice you can 
bring out into the open now,” she 
continues encouragingly. “Meet 
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raised eyebrows with pointed re- 
marks about gravy’s food value 
and how it saves butter.” If the 
raised eyebrows are too supercili- 
ous you can meet them with a 
flick of the wrist and a wad of 
gravy-drenched bread square be- 
tween the eyes.

No other mention is made of 
butter but in view of its 16-carat 
value, we might add that it is 
quite comme il faut, not to men- 
tion darned shrewd, to polish off 
the remains of the butter with a 
piece of bread, although not the 
same piece you’ve soaked in gravy. 
Remember that a square of butter 
may represent one point and think 
of the alacrity with which you'd 
stomp on your best friend's out- 
stretched hand to grab up an un- 
claimed red point lying on the 
butcher’s floor, 


Side dishes for vegetables and 
spoons for the watery variety are 
likewise okayed by Miss Fisher, 
no matter what the dishwasher 
says. Another spoon for pie juice 
and knives to cut up lettuce salad 
are also approved, It may seem 
slightly optimistic to presume that 
your husband will eat a lettuce 
salad even with a bowie knife to 
carve it, but maybe you can appeal 
to his sense of patriotism. Every- 
thing edible should be eaten, is 
Good Housekeeping’s advice, and 
that applies to the skins of po- 
tatoes, the sprigs of parsley which 
are really sprigs of vitamin C, and 
the wedge of lemon on your plate. 

“Use it,” says Miss Fisher stern- 
ly, pointing to the lemon, and com- 


pletely ignoring our pained expres- . 


sion and drooling mouth. “It’s 
there with a purpose, to bring out 
appetizing flavor and increase food 
value through its tart vitamin- 
laden juice.” 

With no intention of rocking 
the gravy boat, we would like to 
resist this attempt to make us 
squeeze lemon on anything, except 


perhaps a jigger of gin. However 
we're willing to meet Miss Fisher 
half way, and utilize that wedge of 
lemon to rub*across our freckled 
nose, or on our,scaly elbows. Cu- 
cumber rinds kre also good for 
that purpose, Miss Fisher, or do 
you eat your cucumber rinds? 


Another paragraph finds us in 
hearty agreement, however. That 
is the one which begins, “Guests 
don’t expect to find a groaning 
board these days. So when you 
have company, don’t play Lady 
Bountiful with elaborate menus 
and insistence on second helpings 
if that means skimping during the 
rest of the week.” 


This, we feel, offers endless 
bright possibilities. For example, 
when your guests are waiting for 
the clang of the dinner bell, you 
might saunter in and ask casually, 
“Want something to read?” Then 
you could whisk open your copy 
of the magazine, quickly conceal- 
ing the bookmark, and leave them 


to mull over, “It’s Good Manners 
Today.” 

“Heheh, pretty good stuff, huh?” 
you might ask, with the same air 
with which you used to inquire 
about your pre-dinner drinks in 
those days when you served pre- 
dinner drinks. 

The time may come when we 
will look back on the publication 
of this manual of manners as one 
of the turning points of the war, 
as the day when Americans put 
their shoulder to the wheel and 
their thumb in the soup, when not 
only papa but mama became wolf- 
ish, as families by the score bared 
their teeth and tore unashamedly 
into a leg of lamb, closed their 
eyes and crammed a flower of 
parsley into their mouths, thus 
becoming revitalized, re-energized, 
and possibly, if they didn’t 
like parsley, even nauseated, 
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The only fly in the ointment, 
aside from the worm in the un- 
peeled potato, is that .complica- 
tions may arise from this new 
method of eating which will do 
nothing to promote domestic tran- 
quillity. A _ parsley-hater trans- 
formed into a parsley-lover may 
steal around the table before meal- 
time, stealthily snitching all the 
bits of parsley as if they were 
salted nuts. A harried housewife, 
in the act of squeezing the last 
juice from a half-grapefruit, may 
look up just in time to view her 
husband’s morning face and decide 
to sour that sour puss even more. 

Whole families, refreshed and re- 
vived from the elemental methods 
of gnawing meat from the bone, 
instead of weary and’ worn from 
the effort of cutting it away with 
knife and fork, will vie spiritedly 
for that last hunk of hamhock, 
the last bony bit of steak, the last 
shank, rib, or loin. This may lead 
to family frays on a large scale, 
bone breaking, hair pulling, goug- 
ing, goring, and eventual anarchy.

our shores who breathes only good 
will for his fellow man, Appari- 
tions and Poltergeists alike.

It will not do any good to advise

curving line of the waist. If fat 

is allowed to accumulate, the 

spots where tight clothes cut are 
much more noticeable. . 

Flabby muscles at and above 
the waistline should be made 
strong and firm, and excess fat 
banished by a strict dietary 
regime. Then a snug-fitting 
girdle or brassiere won't be able 
to make a dent in soft flesh. 

Here are some exercises for 
getting rid of flabbiness about 
the middle. Do them every day 
while you are dieting to lose 
weight, and within a few weeks

1. Let’s Stretch. Raise one 
arm up above the head as far as 
you can, as if you’re stretching 
for something just out of reach.

Today’s fashions so accentu- 
ate the importance of a good 
bustline that most girls are ve 
much concerned when they fall 
short of perfection in this re- 
gard. Medicine and massage are 
useless and potentially danger- 
ous, for the purpose of reducing 
or increasing the bust measure- 
ment. 

In reducing a large bust 
measurement, a diet to get rid 
of extra poundage is the best 
and safest bet. Weight should 
be lost very slowly, however, to 
avoid undue flabbiness of the 
tissues.

the other day that many persons, 
and even countries, devoutly hope 
containg more truth than propa- 
ganda. It concerned the reported 
death of one Ignatius Timotheus 
Trebitsch Lincoln, notorious inter- 
national spy, ex-convict, political 
opportunist and double-dealer ex- 
traordinary, who has been the 
source of bad news for a genera- 
tion. 

Often called the “man no coun- 
try wants,” Lincoln divided his 
time and talents between Great 
Britain and the Orient, and the 
European countries, with an occa- 
sional stopover in this country, 
usually in jail, but whenever he 
returned to any place where he re- 
sided any length of time, his re- 
ception was the same. He was 
met at the port of entry by a 
large delegation and quickly es- 
corted—or booted—out. 

Known by several other names, 
which he substituted for his own 
when expedient, his activities were 
as redolent under one name as an- 
other, but he had one outstanding 
tendency that gave him away, the 
habit of using religious robes as 
a cloak for his less pretty but 
vastly more practical interests. 

If Lincoln actually changed faith 
each time he changed religions he 
must have been in a perpetual 
spiritual spin, as he was at one 
time or another, a Hungarian rab- 
binical student, a Presbyterian 
missionary, an Anglican curate, a 
Hebrew missionary. to Canada, a 
Quaker, an Indian mystic, and a 
Buddhist monk. Also in his va- 
ried and versatile career, he has 
been a British member of parlia- 
ment, an agent of espionage for 
both Germany and the Allies dur- 
ing the last war, pro-Nazi, pro- 
Japanese, allegedly pro-Chinese, 
but most of all, pro-Lincolng

Hungary. Born Isaac Trebitsch 
in Paks, near Budapest, in or 
about 1872—the date, given by 
him, is open to question—-he was 
trained to be a rabbi, as that was 
his father’s wish, but cut short 
his training by running away to 
London. In England, he was con- 
verted to Christianity and received 
into the church under the name 
of Ignatius Timotheus Trebitsch; 
the Lincoln surname was added 
partly because Trebitsch professed 
an admiration for the - Great 
Emancipator, and also because it 
sounded good. 

He was first sent to Canada to 
work in the Presbyterian Mission

Rowntree sent him to Brussels 
and Paris to make an investifa- 
tion of wages and working con- 
ditions on the continent and while 
he was making the investigation, 
Lincoln picked up an interesting 
sideline. As he later related in 
his book, “Revelations of an In- 
ternational Spy,” he was ap- 
proached by a mysterious Mr. 
“D,” who favored an alliance be- 
tween England and Germany in- 
stead of the entente with Russia 
and France, favored by King Ed- 
ward. 


Mr. “D” and his associates were 
willing to pay large sums of money 
for any behind-the-scene informa- 
tion that Lincoln could get, and 
Lincoln was most happy to accept 
their money. Using his economic 
investigations as a blind, he began 
his life of espionage at which he 
was not only successful but had a 
lot of extra-curricular fun living 
ee he thought a spy should 
ead. 


In 1910 he gave up his dual pro- 
fession and branched out in a new 
field, running for Parliament un- 
der the British-sounding name, I. 
T. T. Lincoln, He was elected a 
Liberal member from Darlington, 
thus becoming the first native- 
born Hungarian to sit in the House 
of Commons, but held the seat 
only one year. 


He later said: “When I became 
interested in politics, it was the 
most unfortunate step in my life.”

With the outbreak of World War 
I, Lincoln became a postal censor, 
a job which he held until the 
British learned that he was simul- 
taneously acting as a German spy. 
About the same time, a $4500 bill 
or exchange which he had forged 
on Rowntree came due, so Lincoln 
fled to America and did the most 
logical thing under the circum- 
stances, wrote his book of memoirs. 
Shortly before the book was pub- 
lished in 1915, the British Consul- 
General had him arrested in New 


York on a forgery warrant. He 
was deported and jailed for three 
years and, at the end of that time, 
sent to Germany. 
“ Ff ® 

E next turried up in Central 
H Europe, where he fomented 

several Balkan _ disorders, 
managed a Rumanian oil com- 
pany so efficiently that it went 
out of business, befriended Hitler 
and had the dubious distinction of 
winning Heinrich Hrmmler over 
to the Nazi party. In 1920, he 


‘helped in the Kapp putsch, which 


was quickly suppressed, and as a 
result of which he became a fugi- 
tive again. In 1921 he was ar- 
rested in Vienna and tried for high 
treason but acquitted. In 1922 he 
came to New York but was quickly 
sent back to Europe. 

In 1924 he was arrested in Rome, 
where he had adopted the name 
of Otto Cheerzio, and was held in 
connection with the Fascist polit- 
ical murder of Giacomo Matteotti, 
Socialist leader, and also in con- 
nection with a plot to sell Czecho- 
slovakia some German plans to 
conquer the new Czech Republic, 


plans which, incidentally, were 
forgeries. In 1925 he helped in- 
spire antiforeign uprisings in 
China, ‘announcing in a master- 
piece of flexible reasoning, “I am 
still pro-Chinese and therefore pro- 
Japanese.” 

A year later a personal tragedy 
befell him. His son, John, killed 
a brewer's assistant in England, 
thus bearing out certain theories 
of heredity, and was condemned 
to hang. Lincoln started on a 
dramatic and well publicized race 
to beat the hangman but reached 
England too late and was denied 
entry. 


For a while he dropped out of 
sight, but his next announcement 
to the press was the most astound- 
ing of all. He had become a Ti- 
betan monk, to the extent of shav- 
ing his head and having the 12 
circular scars symbolical of the 
Buddhist wheel of life, burned on 
his scalp. He had renounced ‘the 
wicked world and taken the vow 
of silence—except for occasional 
press copferences—and desired only 
to open a Buddhist monastery in 
England or Canada. British of- 
ficials said “No,” and quicker than 
you could say Buddhist priest, Lin- 
coln was back in China. 

Undaunted, he went back to the 
life of a monk, proclaiming that it 
was the only antidote for “grasp- 
ing greed and gross materialism of 
Europeans and Americans.” There 
were some people nasty enough to 
intimate that he was actively en- 
gaged in the sale of munitions in 
the Orient and had accumulated a 
sizeable personal fortune while he 
preached self-denial. 

In 1937, as adviser to Kang Teh, 
Manchoukuoan monarch, and 
spokesman for the Tokyo-subsi- 


dized Truth League, he exhorted 
war correspondents to ‘Be not de- 
ceived. A new empire has arisen 
in the world—a greater Japanese 
empire which surely will bring 
about more just, tolerable, and 
peaceful conditions on earth than 


the Christians have done.”

the rulers of Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Soviet 
Russia resign and make room for 
him, Otherwise, he said darkly, 
“The Tibetian Buddhist Supreme 
masters without prejudice, pre- 
direction, or favor will unchain 
forces and powers whose very 
existence is unknown to you and 
against whose operations you are 
consequently helpless.” None of 
them took him up on his offer, 
though some of them may be 
sorry now. 

That was the last news of Ig- 
natius Timotheus Trebitsch Lin- 
coln until the recent report of his 
death following an intestinal op- 
eration in Shanghai. Since he has 
been reported dead on. several 
previous occasions, this latest re- 
port cannot be taken too seriously. 
He may yet turn up as a Holy 
Roller, one of Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
a member of the Barbershop Sing- 
ing Society of America, or as an 
independent candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1944. 

His enemies, or in other words, 
practically everyone who knew 
him very well, may be indulging 
in a bit of wishful thinking on 
the matter. In 1934, a writer said, 
“It would hardly be wise to pre- 
dict that the world has heard the 
last of Lincoln.” Now there are 
many who may hope that the last 
has finally been heard.

ERHAPS some of the cabarets

Lamb 
Kidneys

HE grandest way in the world 
T to prepare kidnéys, according 

to my friend Frederick Philip 
Stieff, who meanders about the 
hills and valleys and water front 
shores of Maryland collecting 
recipes, is to fix them like this: 

Soak beef kidneys for an hour 
in cold salted water; trim off the 
unedible portions and cut them 
into conveniently small-sized 
pieces. Then in an iron skillet 
melt three tablespoonsful of but- 
ter and in this fry to a light 
brown a good sized onion chopped 
fine. Then rub in three table- 
spoonsful of flour, stirring smooth 
and cooking constantly to a rich 
paste. Add to this two quarts of 
hot water. And into this place the 
cut up kidneys. Simmer (don’t 
boil) “from early morn till eve- 
ning.” Set aside overnight and 
the next morning heat for break- 
fast. It may call for a little extra 
hot water. 

Of course, this is a Maryland 
country breakfast dish. Probably 
the lady of the manor has been 
up and about exercising a colt she 
is bringing up or galloping over 
broad pastures inspecting a herd 
of pure bred Angus cattle in the 
middie of making juicy steaks. A 
- dish of stewed kidneys is a mere 

tid-bit under such conditions. 
ote x * 

But if the lady of the house 
and, for that matter the rest of 
the family, have no colts or cat- 
tle or broad fields among which 
to ride and can attain only to 
bi-carb and orange juice, then 
this kidney stew of friend Sti- 
eff's must wait until later in 
the day. Maybe, too, by then, a 
bit of dry red wine can be add- 
ed for flavor, and a baked potato 
provided to round out a main 
dish.

STILL AND ALL, kidneys are 
grand food and have escaped the 
high points applied to other meats. 
So they may be enjoined with more 
or less immunity, or should we say 
impunity? 

My own favorite kidney dish is 
an Englishman's conceit—done as 
only an Englishman far away from 
his native soil will prepare for him- 
self a favorite morsel. 

This is a matter of splitting 
lamb kidneys and grilling them. 
While the grilling is going on, the 
Englishman rubs a tablespoonful 
of curry powder into a cup of 
butter and creates a smooth mix- 
ture. This he spreads thickly onto 
a round of. freshly made toast. 
On this he places a grilled kidney. 
Over it he drops a dab of curry 
butter and watches it ooze gently 
downward. Then he raises his 
eves to heaven, says God bless the 
King and goes for the a yi 


kidney.

Indeed, this is a kidney dish to 
tempt the gourmet. At cocktail 
parties it is a sure winner but the 
accompanying drink is not a cock- 
tail but a mug of not so very cold 
ale or beer. If the ale or beer be 
cold in the American conception, 
then all the flavor of kidney, curry 
and beer has _ to pot.

SOME YEARS AGO in Indian- 
apolis I found in a little local club 
a most appealing kidney luncheon 
dish. These were lamb kidneys— 
cleaned, trimmed and chopped into 
smallish pieces. 

Butter was heated and chopped 
onions added to the skillet and 
a little flour added to thicken. 
Then a cup of broth and into this 
the chopped kidneys. Worcester- 
shire sauce and a little lemon 
juice followed. Then salt and 
pepper to taste and then plenty of 
chepped parsley was stirred in. 
Last of all, some grated hard 
cheese was added and allowed to 
melt. This mixture was served 
up on toast. 


*x* * 

The whole operation took only 
a matter of minutes because the 
lamb kidneys were young and ten- 
der and much cooking would 
toughen them. There can be no 
fixed recipe to this dish—it simply 
grows with the cook adding what 
he thinks will be interesting and 
helpful. It should come under the 
category of “messes”—but a very 
delightful mess it is.

HERE IS ANOTHER nice kid- 
ney luncheon dish: allowing two 
kidneys per person, wash, split and 
skin the kidneys and soak half an 
hour in cold salted water. Drain 
and dry well. Around each half 
kidney wrap a slice of bacon and 
fasten with a tooth-pick. Place 
these in a well buttered casserole 
and bake in a hot oven for fifteen 
to twenty minutes. Do not cover 
the dish. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsiey a few minutes before re- 
moving from oven and season with 
salt and pepper after the dish is 
out of the oven.

DISH OF THE DAY: In Cali- 
fornia there are three towns with 
names which always intrigue me. 
They are Hangtown, Jim Town 
and Yuba Dam. In’ Hangtown 
many years ago a Chinese cook 
grew famous because of a dish of 
oysters and eggs which he served 
to guests in his restaurant. Its 
Chinese name could not be pro- 
nounced so it became known as a 
Hangtown fry. The dish calls for 
oysters and eggs, a little butter, 
little cream, with salt and pepper 
to season. 

The oysters may be canned or 
raw—big or little. Today the dish 
is still popular on the Pacific coast 
where they use the tiny Olympias 
oysters no bigger than a peanut. 
If you find them, it will take two 
or three dozen for a mess. Eastern 
or Southern oysters do the job 
with four to six. 

For each serving, allow two eggs 
beaten in a bowl as for an ome- 
lette, and atablespoonful of cream, 
salt and pepper. Melt butter in a 
skillet, pour in the egg and oyster 
mixture and either cook as scram- 
bled eggs or as an omelette. Serve 
with fried potatoes and _ sliced 
tomatoes.

Senfgurken. 
Eight and one-half pounds ripe 


Vis some gardeners will wake 


& cucumbers—six large; three quarts 


ice water; one cup salt; one piece 
alum size of a pea—pulverized; 
four cups sugar; one and one-half 
cups cider vinegar; one-half cup 
water; one and one-half table- 
spoons mustard seed; one stick 
cinnamon; two teaspoons whole 
cloves; one hot red pepper pod. 
Wash cucumbers, peel thinly. Cut 
in half lengthwise and scrape out 
the seedy watery fiber in the cen- 
ter, using a teaspoon. Then cut 
the halves of cucumber in thirds 
lengthwise, then cut each of these 
strips crosswise in thirds. Put 
these cucumber strips into a large 
enamelware or glass bow]. Add the 
ice water, salt and alum and cover 
and let stand for 24 hours. Drain 
pickles thoroughly. Put into an 


enamelware saucepan, add the su- 
gar, vinegar and water and heat 
to boiling point; then reduce heat 
and simmer until the cucumbers 
begin to have a transparent ap- 
pearance, but do not cook until 
soft. 

During the last 10 minutes of 
cooking add the cinnamon, mus- 
tard seed, whole cloves and the 
red pepper which has been split in 
half and has the seedy portion re- 
moved and discarded. Remove 
from heat, cover and let stand over 
night. The next morning, drain 
off the liquid from pickles, reheat 
to boiling and again pour over the 
pickles. Repeat this draining off 
of liquid, and reheating, on two 
more mornings. The third morn- 
ing pack the pickles in clean hot 
sterile jars. Pour the hot pickling 
syrup over pickles and seal with 
glass or enamel lined lids. Makes 
four pints.

Tribune, recently drew atten- 
tion to a phenomenon of the con- 
temporary musical scene «which 
seems to have escaped general 
notice. The radio and phonograph 
industries, he said, are more active 
in the dissemination of modern 
music than’ symphony orchestras 
or opera houses. It is true, as 
any examination of the facts will 
show, and it is surprising to one 
who hadn’t considered the matter, 
largely because the former are ad- 
mittedly commercial institutions, 
while the latter are quasi-public 
organizations which are operated 
with no hope or desire for profits.

ONE’S FIRST inclination, upon 
encountering this fact, is to sug- 
gest that if the radio and phono- 
graph companies can make a 
profit from experimental music, 
the symphony orchestras might at 
least reduce their deficits by a 
little more of the same. But the 
principal, I am afraid, is not quite 
so clear-cut. Undoubtedly most 
symphony orchestras are too con- 
gservative in their artistic policies. 
And it is equally certain that the 
record companies must show an 
overall profit. 


But the latter have the whole 
world for an audience; moreover, 
their financial positions are such 
that they can produce little known 
and relatively unpopular items 
merely for prestige.

But regardless of the motives 
involved, it is undeniable that 
phonograph records are making 
accessible to the general public 
much music that is heard infre- 
quently or not at all in the con- 
cert halls and opera houses. For 
that the music loving public 
should be appropriately grateful.

THIS CATHOLICITY of out- 
look takes in not only the works 
of contemporary composers, but 
works of all periods.

ERMAN prisoners, en route to 
(5 ins country for internment, 

are now deprived of their razor 
blades, tobacco tins and anything 
else with an edge on it—the fea- 
son being that they are “unregen- 
erate,” explains LT. JOHN MASON 
BROWN, U. 8S. N. R., IN THE 
SATURDAY REVIEW OF LIT- 
ERATURE. , 

On a previous trip the prisoners 
were said to have used any sharp 
object they could get their hands 
on to slash life belts and thus re- 
duce the chance of their captors 
surviving, if the vessel were sunk 
by a U-boat. 

Lt. Brown suggests that before 
becoming sentimental about Ger- 
man prisoners of war, we examine 
the record of the Nazi party to 
which they subscribed. 


He points to their “barbarities,” 
how they “murdered and pillaged 
in the name of a superior race,” 
how they riddled helpless para- 
troopers floating to the ground 
and “the whole black list of Nazi 
party sins.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16. 

IRST problem of the American- 

F British-Russian conference will 
be to clear away suspicions. 

Since doubts and uncertainties 
are the big obstacle to free ex- 
change of views, one of the first 
aims of the conferees undoubtedly 
will be to demonstrate their good- 
will in collaboration. 

Diplomatic experts generally con- 
cede that the three powers could 
agree on any international arrange- 
ment which serves their common 
national interests. 

Therefore, discovering concrete- 
ly what those national interests 
are—to what ‘extent they coincide 
and how far they conflict—is a 
principal objective of the Moscow 
meeting of Secretary of State Hull, 
Britain’s Foreign Minister Eden 
and Russia's Foreign Commissar 
Molotov. 

They have in common the desire 
to avoid a repetition of world con- 
ditions which have produced two 
great wars in this century. In ad- 
dition, Russia will urgently require 
United States and British manu- 
factures and technical services to 
rebuild devastated Russian cities 
after the war; the English-speak- 
ing nations will need Russian mar- 
kets and Russian an raw materials. 

Civilian Goods Ow Outlook Gloomy. 

Civilian goods: Prospects for any 
widespread resumption of civilian 
durable goods production are 
gloomy. The experts haven't fig- 
ured a way to bring together labor 
from nonshortage areas and the 
factory facilities released from war 
production. Most of the released 
factories will be in critical labor 
shortage areas, and the labor re- 
leased with these factories is ex- 
pected to be absorbed In other fac- 
tories in the same critical areas.

Ceiling on Gift Wrappings. 

Christmas Wrapping: The Office 
of Price Administration is moving 
to forestall any move by mer- 
chants to profit by charging for 
fancy packaging of Christmas 
gifts, thus in effect exceeding ceil- 
ing prices. 

Some merchants added such 
charges on gifts sent to the armed 
forces before the Oct. 15 deadline 
for mailing, and some tried to 
evade ceilings with combination 
gift packages.

Puerto Rico is enjoying its big- 
gest rum boom, with the internal 
revenue tax, which is turned back 
to the island’s Treasury, amount- 
ing to nearly 10 million dollars last 
July and August alone.

Southerners’ Problem. 

Dilemma: That loud laughter 
from the Senate's Republican 
cloakroom is at the expense of 
Southern Democrats.

HE fact that Count Carlo Sforza was on his way back to Italy 
1} last week after an absence of many years, and apparently 
without compromising ties with the Badoglio Government, must 
have given hope to liberal minds throughout the world. For the 
Count, possibly the most distinguished exile from Mussolini's Italy, 
has long been not only anti-Fascist but strongly pro-democratic, is 
experienced in statecraft, and is re to his native land with the 
blessing—at least the n—of the United States De ent 
of State. Although he recently said that all Italians shoul naa! 
arshal Pietro Badoglio in 2 ng Ham Germans, he asserted he 
would not enter the present Italian Government. This position would 
seem to leave him free to lead his fellow countrymen, at the oppor- 
tune time, in the establishment of a‘ truly democratic regime. 
Member of an old, aristocratic family, Sforza became Foreign 
Minister of Italy in 1920, and in that —— pursued a peaceful, 
co-operative policy. After the Black march on Rome in 1922 
he lost his cabinet post but remained ‘in the Senate, and opposed 
Mussolini and Fascism until such opposition futile. Then, 
with his wife, son and daughter, he left Italy. In 1940 he 
from defeated France by chartering a Dutch ship which took him to 
England, and shortly afterward came to the United States, where he 
has continued to s and write against Fascism. His books in- 
clude “Europe and Europeans,” “European Dictators” and “The Real 
Italians, a Study in European Psychology.” In 1941 he delivered the 
Green Foundation lectures at Westminster College, Fulton, Missouri, 
on the subject, ‘The Totalitarian War and After.” He inherited his 
title from his elder brother, who died of mistreatment in a Fascist 
jail. The Count’s son enlisted, recently, in the United States Army.

Then he 
went to work at the Springfield Armory in Massachusetts, where he 
is now chief ordnance engineer. The Garand, the standard Army 
rifle designated as the M-1, was 15 years in development there. Its 
desiqner has also invented three other semi-automatic rifles, two 
machine rifles and more than 20 machines for making parts. 
Garand lives quietly in Springfield, with his wife and two children, 
both of whom get lessons in rifle shooting from their father. He 
likes chess and figure skating and avdids public appearances.

He has been an NR A administrator, a member of the 
Business Advisory Council of the Department of Commerce, director 
of the raw materials division of the old Office of Production Manage- 
ment. For more than two years he has been lend-lease administra- 
tor in London. Both in this work and in his business activities he has 
formed a wide acquaintanceship among leading men of foreign 
countries. He has‘attended the meetings of Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, and has met Stalin twice—once when he headed 
the American group in the joint mission to Moscow in 1941, again 
when he accompanied Churchill to Russia in 1942. Harriman will 
be 52 years old next month. He is a graduate of Yale, and used to 
be an enthusiastic polo player and an owner of race horses. In his 
business life he has been engaged in international shipping, banking 
and ore development enterprises and has served as chairman of the 
board of the Union Pacific Railroad. He is part owner of Newsweek 
Magazine. He has two daughters, children of his first wife, who is 
dead. His present wife is the former wife of Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Whitney. Because of ill health she has remained in New York while 
he has on duty abroad. During his stay in London Harriman 
lived next door to the American Embassy with his daughter, 
Kathleen, a member of the Newsweek staff, stationed in England.
